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Deception And War Hysteria

ACCORDING to Jennings C. 

Wise, author of “Woodrow 
Wilson, Disciple of Revolution,” 
our entrance into the World War 
involves a story of intrigue and 
duplicity, unequalled probably in 
the history of the world. 


Mr. Wise was Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States during the 
years 1930-33. He knows his way around 
in Washington and was in porition to 
assemble exact facts, when it came 
time to write his book. 


Forces concerning which the public 
knew little or nothing, moved silently 
behind the scenes under Wilson — until 
finally, when sufficient war fever was 
created, the trap was sprung and we 
were hurled into Europe’s inferno. 


In tracing the operation of these 
sinister agencies, we find Mr. _Wise 
dropping this significant remark in his 
chapter on Secret Diplomacy: “Thus it 
is seen that in the great crisis of May, 
1915, when the world was awaiting the 
German’s reply to the American note, 
Wilson and lt were deceiving the 
American people, Grey was deceiving 
the British people, and the three of 
them were trying to deceive the Ger- 
mans! This in the name of representa- 
tive government and humanity. 


During those days, William Jennings 
Bryan, the Christian, was trying to 
keep us out of war, Colonel E. Mandell 
House, representing the interests of 
Jewry, was trying to pull us into war. 
Woodrow Wilson was caught between 
the two extremes. Colonel House and 
the internationalists won. American 
mothers and sons lost. 

Bryan was at no time satisfactory 
to the warmongers. They.had to tolerate 
him because of his popularity with the 
masses. Every conceivable scheme was 
used to rid the Wilson Administration 
of his presence. Finally, they succeeded 
in tripping him. Around the magnifi- 
cient personality of the Commoner, a 
struggle raged for many months. 


* Because the same secret diplomacy, 
the same lies, the same propaganda, 
that pulled the United States into the 
last war, are being used to drag us 
into the present war — right-thinking 
American citizens will do well to ex- 
amine the hidden machinations of 1915- 
16, now that the truth has been made 
available to the public. 


This difference, however, must be 
borne in mind.... There was far more 
integrity, less political decay and du- 
plicity in the Executive branch of the 
Government, when Bryan was a Cabinet 
member, than there is today. The people 
enjoyed a higher degreee of moral con- 
sciousness, therefore demanded a great- 
er degree of honesty on the part of their 
leaders. National character is now at 
a dangerously low ebb. There were 
Presidential appointees near Wilson 
who, in their hearts, really wanted to 


keep the Country out of war — and 
this can scarcely be said of the Roose- 
velt Administration. 


It was back in the 1911, when Wood- 
row Wilson was angling for the Presi- 
dency, that he actually yielded to Jew- 
ish control. At that time, international 
Jewry was just ‘beginning to realize 
success in its effort to drive a wedge 
between the United States and Russia. 
The latter Country had already been 
chosen as the proving ground for inter- 
national Communism. 


Taft was President. The Jews had 
Congressman Sulzer introduce a resolu- 
tion in the House, abrogating a treaty 
with Russia. A dispute had risen over 
the right of the Czar’s government to 
admit Jewish revolutionists of the 
Lenin-Trotsky type from the United 
States, into their Country. 


Mr. Wise says: “In vain the Hon. 
Curtis Guild, Taft’s Ambassador to 
St. Petersburg, insisted that the Rus- 
sian Government had as much right to 
refuse passports to‘ undesirable Jews, 
as the United States had to refuse them 
to certain Asiatic subjects of the Czar. 
The Jewish interests were determined 
to have their way.” 


In order to understand the forces 
which dominated Wilson from that time 
on — forces responsible for our later 
entrance into the World War, you are 
requested to give the following state- 
ment by Mr. Wise, a careful word-for- 
word reading: 


“Marburg noted the headway Wil- 
son was making, and felt that he was 
well on his way to capture him for the 
Internationalists. Apparently he agreed 
with his friend, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, 
that if there were to be a Democratic 
president, Wilson would be preferable 
to Bryan. Nor was the wise Rabbi the 
only member of his race who believed 
this. The upshot was that, thoroughly 
alive to the value of the Jewish vote, 
Wilson agreed to speak in Carnegie 


Hall on the subject of the Russian 
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treaty and the passport question. This 
speech was one of the most idealistic 


he had ever made. The Jews were 
greatly pleased. Within a few days 
Henry Morgenthau and Abram L. El- 
kus, both prominent representatives of 
their race, tendered to McCombs their 
support of Wilson, with whom it was 
arranged that Morgenthau should serve 
as Chairman of Wilson’s campaign fi- 
nance committee. It was distinctly un- 
derstood among the three that Mc- 
Combs would urge Morgenthau’s ap- 
pointment as Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, and the appointment of Elkus to 
an important ambassadorial post. 


“Bernard Baruch also now came out 
strongly for Wilson. With no exper- 
ience in ‘big business’ thus insidiously, 
gradually, surely, Wilson was being ob- 
ligated to Jewish financiers, while be- 


ing committed, unknown to McCombs, . 


to the program of the International- 
ists.” 


The Morgenthau mentioned above 
was the father of the present Secretary 
of the Treasury. All this time, Colonel 
House was the guiding genius behind 
the scenes, watching every move, serv- 
ing the Jewish interests, guarding Wil- 
son’s political fortunes. Meanwhile, 
Bryan had to be considered, cultivated 
and pacified because of his power to 
sway the masses, not to mention his 
strength in the Democratic Party. 


When Wilson was elected, he found 
himself committed two ways — to the 
Internationalists on one hand and the 
Bryan type of supvorters on the other. 
The seesaw continued through his first 
Administration and ended with the 
Commoner’s resignation in the second 
— and the United States was ushered 
into the most devastating war of human 
history. 

International Jewry had decreed the 
destruction of Germany. This fact, 
coupled with intense British propagan- 
da favoring our involvement on

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The Story of Sarah Hale

HE day that we observe each 
year as Thanksgiving origi- 
nated in the humble spirit of the 


- early Christian settlers who came 


to this part of the world in search 
of religious liberty. 


There were 102 passengers on the 
Mayflower, a frail craft only eighty 
feet in length. This little band of Pil- 
grims was soon suffering a more severe 
persecution than that from which they 
were fleeing — the rigors of a New 
England winter in the year 1620. 


Their crude cabin-homes were not 
strong enough to properly protect them 
from the lashing wind and bitter cold. 
More than half their number are said 


to have perished during the first year. 


But they possessed a spirit of in- 
domitable courage. They buried the 
dead at night and leveled the graves, 
so hostile Indians might not know that 
their numbers were being piteously re- 
duced. The story is told, however, of 
sharing scanty rations with the Indian 
Samoset, who came to them cold and 
hungry. 


The winter passed, and with the com- 


_ ing of spring, the singing of birds and 


the bursting of buds, hope was renew- 
ed. When the fall corn crop had been 
gathered, Governor Bradford of Plym- 
outh Colony, decreed a day of 
Thanksgiving. The announcement pro- 
duced beehive activity within the Colo- 
ny. The women spent many days be- 
fore the event baking and roasting — 
even the children are said to have been 


kept busy turning the roasts on the 
spits in front of open fires. ’ 


More than fourscore friendly Indians 
attended the festival, among whom was 
the Indian Chief, Massasoit. As their 
share of the feast, the red men brought 
wild turkeys and venison from the 
woods. 


When the first rays of the Sun ap- 
peared in the autumn sky, a cannon on 
the nearby hill fired a salute to the 
first Thanksgiving Day in America. 
A solemn procession moved to the meet- 
ing house for prayer and meditation 
upon the things of God, before enter- 
ing upon the festivities which the oc- 
casion provided. 


This first Thanksgiving was more 
than a feast. There were prayers, and 
sermons, and songs of praise. Three 
days elapsed before the Indians return- 
ed to their forests and the colonists to 
their tasks.

Thanksgiving Proclamation, issued by 
George Washington, in the city of New 
York, on October 3, 1789. During the 
intervening years from 1620 onward, 
the festival was kept alive, different 
colonies and communities celebrating 
at irregular intervals. In 1789 it was 
commemorated for the first time simul- 
taneously, in all parts of the New 
World. 


The first President of the Republic 
saw in Thanksgiving Day the need for 
spiritual revaluation. The first Con-

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gress assumed a similar attitude. It was 
the desire of the early fathers to em- 
phasize the religious element and to 
give thanks for material blessings, 


It was only a short time ago that 
the original hand-written Proclamation 
came to light. For at least 120 years, 
the document had been missing. Ref- 
erence to it was observed in an auc- 
tioneer’s list by an official of the Lib- 
rary of Congress. The priceless piece 
of parchment was then secured and re- 
turned to the archives of the Library. 
The librarian reported that the article 
had been generally well preserved. 


An examination of the Proclamation 
showed the actual writing to be that 
of William Jackson, secretary to Gen- 
eral Washington. The signature at the 
bottom is Washington’s, easily distin- 
guished by its heavy, regular and flow- 
ing style. 


It is supposed that this document be- 
came attached to the personal papers 
of some early statesman and was thus 
lost to the public. It then passed on 
to posterity, finally becoming an item 
on the auctioneer’s list. This probably 
occurred during the early days of the 
Republic, when the seat of government 
was transient and before the District 
of Columbia had come into existence. 


It was on Friday, September 25, 1789, 
that Elias Boudinot, Congressman from 
the State of New Jersey, took the floor 
of the House of Representatives and 
declared that he “could not think of 
letting the session go by, without of- 
fering an opportunity to all citizens of 
the United States to join, with one 
voice, in returning to Almighty God, 
their sincere thanks for the many bless- 
ings He had poured down upon them.” 
The following resolution was thereupon 
submitted to the Congress by Mr. 
Boudinot: 


“Resolved, That a joint committee of 
both Houses be directed to wait upon 
the President of the United States, to 
request that he recommend to the peo- 
ple of the United States a day of public 
thanksgiving and prayer, to be observ- 
ed by acknowledging, with grateful 
hearts, the many signal favors of Al- 
mighty God, especially by affording

O MORE INTELLIGENT pro- 

nouncement on American neutrali- 
ity has been made, than the following 
by Senator Capper: “Just what good 
the United States, and in the long run 
the world, would get out of our inter- 
vention in this war, is more or less 
doubtful. But there are some things I 
know the United StateS would get: 
First, a dictatorship. Second, a further 
increase in the national debt of tens 
of billions of dollars. Third, losses of 
life running perhaps into millions, de- 
struction of property running into bil- 
lions. Fourth, after the war, a de- 
pression worse than the last one — and 
very likely a continuation of the dicta- 
torship and then some more European 
wars. I say we ought to keep these 
things in mind and stay out.”

WHEN ROOSEVELT’S _ so-called 
“neutrality bill” was first introduced, 
it became evident at a glance, that pro- 
vision was being made to repeal the 
Johnson Act, which forbids American 
loans to nations refusing to pay their 
war debts. Senator Pittman said the 
Johnson law made it impossible for 
England and France to raise money in 
the United States, whereas Germany 
could do so, since the latter owes noth- 
ing on the last war. Senator Johnson 
immediately challenged the statement. 
He pointed out that the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration is holding the Germans 
responsible for 24-million dollars for- 
merly owed by Austria. He described as 
“nonsense” the idea that Germany could 
borrow anything in America. As of 
June 30, 1939, Russia owed the Unit- 
ed States $390,298,848; Great Britain 
$5,497,069,379; France $4,180,628,819.

SENATOR LUNDEEN of Minne- 
sota created a furor on the senate floor 
a few days ago, when he advocated 
seizing British possessions in the Carib- 
bean Sea to cover payment of defaulted 
war debts. He said “there wouldn’t be 
a shot fired” because “they (England 
and France) are pretty busy on the west- 
ern front.” Senator Connolly, speak- 
ing next, acidly condemned Lundeen, 
and voiced a desire to “express utter 
dissent” for the idea. “Although Great 
Britain might for the moment, not de- 
fend her possessions, she would as soon 
as she was able to,” he continued.

WITH SOME degree of sarcasm, 
Senator Reynolds remarked in a Senate 
speech, that he wanted “to be of assist- 
ance to England in paying her debts 
because I have been in the same posi- 
tion myself.” He proposed that the 
United States suggest to England, we 
would accept Bermuda, the Bahamas, 
Trinidad, Labrador, Newfoundland and 
a strip of Canada “fifty or a hundred 
miles” wide, on which a highway, a 
kind of Polish Corridor could be built 
from Seattle to Alaska.

The American people are indebted 
for the existence of the Thanksgiving 
holiday, heretofore observed the last 
Thursday of each November, to a wo- 
man — a beautiful character, little 
known in history, but whose lone vigi- 
lance through years of effort, finally 
resulted in the addition of this special 
day to the calendar. Her name is Sarah 
Josepha Hale. She is affectionately call- 
ed the “Mother of Thanksgiving.” 


Let it be recalled that Thanksgiving 
has not always been observed in a uni- 
fied manner. As a national institution, 
it is only seventy-six years old. It was 
not established as a legal custom until 
the year 1863, when Abraham Lincoln 
issued a Proclamation, at the instiga- 
tion of Sarah Hale. 


The United States is the only Country 
where a day of National Thanksgiving 
is proclaimed yearly, by the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. This Proclamation is confirmed 
by each of the Governors of the forty- 
eight States, Alaska, the Canal Zone 
and Island dependencies. 


But the fact remains that it was a 
saintly woman, of rare courage, who 
first conceived the patriotic idea of a, 


Defender 
nationalized Thanksgiving. She was 
born in New Hampshire in 1788. In New 
England during that period, Thanks- 
giving was celebrated as a great home 
festival. “Home for Thanksgiving” was 


on every lip and the song of every 
heart. 


When Sarah Hale started her cam- 
paign for a unified Thanksgiving holi- 
day, she was editor of “Goodey’s Lady’s 
Book.” This was the most widely cir- 
culated monthly journal of that period. 
She launched her campaign by writing 
editorials for this magazine. She met 
with vigorous opposition. 


Historical odds were against her, It 
is a fact that only once in the span of 
years between the first Thanksgiving 
at Plymouth and President Lincoln’s 
Proclamation in 18638, did the United 
States observe Thanksgiving as we do 
at the present time. This was the oc- 
casion of General Washington’s Procla- 
mation in 1789 — from which circum- 
stance Mrs. Hale received her ideas and 
inspiration. 

From 1789 to 1863, the observance of 
Thanksgiving was a matter of indif- 
ference in many communities. However, 
it was celebrated regularly enough in 
a sufficient number of communities to 
never lose its historical significance. 


Sarah Hale envisioned the revival and 
unification of this traditional Ameri-

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can festival spirit, as a cohesive quali-

various States together, in common 
bonds of worship. It was her opinion 
that there would be thus gained, greater 
spiritual strength by concerted ac- 
knowledgment of blessings received 
from God. 


She soon discovered the task could 
not be accomplished solely through edi- 
torial effort. Thereupon, she began 
writing personal letters to the Gover- 
nors of each State, as well as hun- 
dreds of private persons of influence, 
such as Senators, Representatives and 
leaders among the Clergy. 


She was almost immediately success- 
ful in establishing State Thanksgiving 
observances. During the third year of 
her campaign, most States and federal 
territories were keeping some form of 
Thanksgiving celebrations, but no at- 
tempt had been made to coincide the 
date. Maine might celebrate in Septem- 
ber, Virginia in October and Pennsy]l- 
vania in November. Historical accounts 
show this to have been frequently the 
case. 


Sarah Hale was a power! At the helm 
of an influential magazine, she was a 
person who demanded consideration. 
She kept writing and publishing stir- 
ring editorials. One treatise entitled, 
“A Union Thanksgiving Day” appealed 
directly to the people. By the year 
1852, she had succeeded in bringing 29 
states and territories into line, for the 
last Thursday of November. Each year 
she would proclaim that day as Thanks- 
giving Day, and it is said the people 
generally kept it with her. 


During the ensuing year, the worst 
civil strife in the history of our Nation 
was pending, political and sectional bit- 
terness was rife. Yet, according to one 
writer, between the years 1852 and 1860, 
Sarah Hale held the States in harmony 
on at least one issue, though they were 
quarreling on many others. It is a mat- 
ter of historical fact, that in the year 
1859, an almost universal Thanksgiving 
Day was kept, not in response to a Presi- 
dential Proclamation but. because a 
woman asked it — Sarah Josepha Hale. 


In the year 1863, after seventeen 
years of struggle, her effort was finally 
rewarded. 


“President Lincoln recognized the 
truth of these ideas (the unifying in- 
fluence of a national Day of Thanks) 
as soon as they were presented to him,” 
wrote Mrs. Hale in her magazine. “His 
reply to our appeal was a Proclamation 
appointing the last Thursday in Nov- 
ember, 1863, as a day of national 
thanksgiving.” 

Mrs. Hale resigned her editorial post 
in December, 1877, after an editorship 
of forty years. She slipped away to be 
with the Lord in her ninetieth year.

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Shall We Fight Japan?

Editor’s Note: Dr. Herrstrom made a 


forty thousand mile tour around the world 
this year. His itinerary included Europe, 
Palestine, Egypt, india, Malaya, China, 
Japan, and the Hawaiian Islands. This 
is the first of a series of articles in 
which he will give personal observations 
of world conditions and the significance 
of international changes in the light of 
Bible prophecy. 


“T)ESTROY Japan and all will 
be well in Asia.” This seems 
to be the conception of many 
people regarding the situation in 
the Orient. 


When pressed for reasons, it will be 
found that this attitude is merely the 
result of press propaganda which con- 
stitutes the daily diet of our citizenry. 


Thinking is rapidly becoming a lost 
art in this delicatessen age when the 
people are fed “canned opinions” served 
in the daily press, and gulped down by 
a gullible public as if they were Gospel 
truth. Is it any wonder the public is 
suffering from hyperacidity? 


It is exceptional to find a person who 
is willing to take the trouble to examine 
the causes that brought on the Sino- 
Japanese conflict; or who has ever 
stopped to think what might happen to 
Asia if Japan were destroyed. 


American Press Controlled 


Few people ever stop to inquire why 
the American press takes sides with 
some nations and turns against others. 
A tour of the world will not only con- 
vince the observer that the press is 
controlled in many nations; but will 
also reveal that it is largely controlled 
in America. We get only one side of 


the news, just as people in the dictator- 


ship countries, get one side. 


If the American newspaper reader 
will make this test, he will find that 
it is almost an infallible rule that our 
controlled press, is always on the side 
of those nations and individuals favor- 
ing Communism, and always against 
those nations and individuals opposed 
to Communism. 


Of course there are individual editors, 
who understanding the hidden forces 
at work behind the scenes, are making 
efforts to counteract the currents of 
Communism, but even these men often 
find themselves victims of smear prop- 
aganda which originates from radical 
sources, and this proves that my original 
contention is correct — the press is on 
the side of Communism. 


Our press would have us believe that 
if we destroy all opposition to Com- 
Munism at home and abroad and let 
the Reds have free course, Utopia will 
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be realized forthwith. This is an aston- 
ishing attitude when we realize that 
the Soviet regime in Russia has been 
the most colossal failure ever known, 
bringing more misery, famine, death, 
and slavery to more people than any 
other ignoble experiment in the annals 
of recorded history. _ 


The Communists may butcher tens of 
thousands of Christians without even 
the semblance of a trial and it is all 
right. The Reds can do no wrong. The 
press has maintained a loud silence 
concerning the two million people in 
Soviet concentration camps. The press 
says nothing about the five hundred 
thousand exiles in Siberia. 


Mexico is in the grip of Communism, 
therefore whatever she does is all right. 
Mexico may sieze church property, per- 
secute and kill Christians, confiscate the 
property of Americans, but that is no 
cause for complaint. The Reds can do 
no wrong. However, if Italy, Germany 
or Japan should attempt to do what 
Mexico and Soviet Russia does, it would 
be too bad. 


China is saturated with Communism, 
therefore we should be on the side of 
China, Soviet Russia is Red, therefore 
we should be on the side of Soviet Rus- 
sia. Mexico is Red, therefore we should 
be on the side of Mexico. Czechoslovakia 
was Red, and virtually a military base 
for Soviet Russia, therefore we took 
sides with Czechoslovakia. 


The same rule applies to individuals, 
whether at home or abroad. When 
Chamberlain opposed the Reds, the 
press hissed him. When he proposed 
to align England with Soviet Russia, 
the press cheered him. England is 
now virtually in the ip of Hore 
Belisha, Churchill, and Eden — all 
radicals, therefore we should be on the 
side of England. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
London under the date of October 15, 
1939 is a good example of how some of 


America’s finest and noblest citizens 
are smeared by the pro-Communist 
press. The account follows: 


“Sections of the London press assail- 
ed Col. Charles A. Lindbergh today for 
‘apparently developing the Hitler mind’ 
and ‘puerile attempts to split our em- 
pire.’ Peter Wilson, columnist of the 
Sunday Pictorial, prefaced a long, crit- 
ical review of Lindbergh’s career with 
the words: 


“‘American Troublemaker No. 1 has 
been shooting off his mouth again. I 
imagine that millions of other free-born 
Americans must have switched off their 
radios with the feeling that Lindbergh, 
the Nazi pet, is not very well qualified 
to talk about democracy.’ ” 


Col. Lindbergh threw a monkey wrench 
into the left-wing machinery when he 
recommended that the United States 
keep out of this war. Therefore, the 
radicals brand him a Nazi with a Hit- 
ler complex, etc. His speech was “child- 
ish,” they say. 


The truth is that Col. Lindbergh is 
pro-American and is one of our finest 
citizens. He is being smirched because 
he will not play into the hands of the 
Reds and their stooges. 


.A few years ago Henry Ford exposed 
a plot of the radicals to destroy Ameri- 
ca. From that day to this, he has faced 
an unfriendly press. His only fault was 
that he tried to sound a warning in 
time to save America from the grip 
of an international conspiracy. 


Rev. Charles E. Coughlin exposed 
the Communists and called attention 
to their lying propaganda. He has been 
smeared, ridiculed, and branded a Nazi 
by the press, but when he offered fifty 
thousand dollars cash to a certain 
group, if they could produce one scin- 
tilla of evidence that he was in any 
way connected with the Nazis, no proof 
was forthcoming. 


Examine the record of those who are 
smearing our most patriotic American 
citizens with the Nazi brush and you 
will usually find that the ones responsi- 
ble for the dirty work are hidden deep 
in the shadows working through stooges 
and radicals.

A new code has recently been adopt- 
ed which seems especially aimed at 
Coughlin. An Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washington under the date 
of October 3, 1939 says: 


“A sweeping rule to prevent Father 
Charles E. Coughlin or other ‘spokes- 
men of controversial public issues’ from 
purchasing radio time, except under 
strict limitations, was adopted today by 
the code committee of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters.” 


Of course, every informed person 
knows that Coughlin is being put off 
the air because of his opposition to 
Communism, and his exposure of those 
who have been promoting this move- 
ment from. behind the scenes. 


If it is controversial to oppose and 
expose the enemies within our gates who 
seek to destroy America, then let’s have 
more controversy, and still more contro- 
versy, until one can uphold American in- 
stitutions and American principles with- 
out being branded a controversialist. 


If we are going to eliminate contro- 
versial issues from the radio, then we 
must tear down our broadcasting towers 
and close up shop, because everything is 
controversial. 


Ifa station begins its daily program 
by playing our National Anthem, it’s 
controversial, because the Communists, 
Nazis, and Fascists within our gates 
object to it. 


If the program includes jazz, it’s a 
controversial issue because many people 
object to jazz music. 


If the announcer advertises some 
brand of liquor, it’s controversial be- 
cause millions of our best citizens be- 
lieve in national sobriety. 


If the station broadcasts sacred 
music, it’s controversial because many 
object to sacred music. 
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Christianity has always been a con- 
troversial subject. Therefore if we are 
to avoid controversy, we cannot preach 
the Gospel on the radio. 


If the networks carry the broadcasts 
of baseball and football games that’s 
a controversial issue, because many 
people object to having the time used 
for that purpose since they prefer 
something more intellectually benefi- 
cial. Of course, you can make a con- 
troversial issue of anything. 


Who is to determine what is a “fair- 
sided” discussion? And how do we 
know that the determining committee 
is not biased? If the present group in 
power forces its will upon the public, 
who knows but what some other group 
of opposite views, may not assume the 
same attitude at a later time? 


During the next few months the peo- 
ple of America will have to make a 
great decision. They will decide the 
future course of our nation — whether 
we are going to continue on the road 
to regimentation; the subjection of the 
individual to the State; and the event- 
ual loss of libertv; or whether we are 
going to turn the Ship of State around 
and steer back in the direction of sound 
American ideals and principles. 


China Deceived By Russia 


When the Communists launched her 
program of world revolution some 
twenty years ago, one of her first ob- 
jectives was the Sovietizing of China. 
For two decades China has been satu- 
rated with Red propaganda. During the 
same period many 
brought into Russia and trained in the 
Soviet seminars, in the gentle art of 
rabble-rousing and the promotion of 
revolutions. Today the Reds boast that 
they have one hundred million followers 
in China. 


The purpose of the Soviet manipula- 
tors was to hurl China against Japan;

—_ the way for Russia to take all of 

sia. 


The Chinese seemed unable to real- 
ize that they were. playing into the 
hands of their worst enemies. Unfor- 
tunately, the majority of the Chinese 
are an undeveloped people. Millions 
of these illiterate, shiftless people, lack- 
ing in discernment, are driven about 
by propagandists like so many cattle. 
They are bound by superstition. Amer- 
icans are “foreign devils” to be cheat- 
ed and exploited!

*ricksha driver for a certain sum of 
money and upon reaching your des- 
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Chinese were ,. 


tination, he will try to double the price 
and argue indefinitely to make you pay 
two prices for his services. he does- 
n’t get it, you are one of those blankety- 
blank foreign devils. If he gets it, 
you are a sap and he’s a velly smart 
Chinaman. 


The Japanese, or the other hand, im- 
mediately saw through Soviet Russia’s 
hypocritical gesture of friendship for 
the Chinese. They knew that the So- 
viet leaders wanted to eventually take 
China for themselves. 


Russia finds it more economical to 
promote revolutions and wars between 
other nations, than to come out in the 
open and do her own fighting. Look- 
ing toward the eventual destruction 
of Japan, the Communists created all 
possible anti-Japanese sentiment in 
China and the other nations of the 
world. 


Japan began to fear that certain im- 
portant commodities might not be avail- 
able to her. The pro-Communist Lea- 
gue of Nations had made provision for 
an economic blockade, which might be 
eventually put into effect. Thereupon, 
Japan made overtures to China request- 
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ing economic cooperation. Japan pos- 
sessed the facilities for developing the 
tremendous resources of China. This 
would have reacted to the mutual bene- 
fit of both nations and seemed like the 
sensible thing to do. It would have 
also created employment, stimulated 
business, and a certain amount of pros- 

rity for both nations could have fol- 
lowed. 


However, China, having succumbed 
to Red propaganda, refused to cooper- 
ate in a peaceful commercial venture. 
Japan, seeing that delay might mean 
her annihilation, prepared to resist the 
Communist grip on Asia, and the fight 
was on. Except for the Communist 
effort to dominate Asia, there would 
be no war in the Orient now. The Com- 
munists precipitated the war in Spain 
as well as the one in China. The pub- 
lic is entitled to know the facts — that 
the Reds are the real “aggressors” in 
promoting present-day wars. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek was 
at first hailed as a Christian and an 
anti-Communist. The Communists kid- 
napped him, but agreed to spare his 
life, if he would discontinue opposition 
to them — and if he would work hand- 
in-glove to advance their cause. He 
evidently agreed for he has since fol- 
lowed this policy. 


For many months Soviet Russia did 
considerable actual fighting against Ja- 
pan. I found Rangoon to be one of the 
busiest ports in the world. War sup- 
plies for China are pouring in from 
England, Franee and America. These 
supplies are transported over a rather 
crudely constructed road through Bur- 
ma and up into China, a distance of 
approximately two thousand miles. The 
United States is also furnishing war 
materials to Japan. 


Japan, A Modern Miracle 


Japan is a modern miracle. At the 
birth of the present century, the nation 
was four hundred years behind exist- 
ing standards of civilization. Today 
she ranks high among the nations of 
the world. 


Sanitation is one of the things that 
differentiates Japan from the rest of 
the Orient. For many weeks I had to 
avoid nearly all uncooked fruits and 
vegetables on account of the danger of 
cholera, 


_ I drank imported water from Europe 
in sealed bottles. After subsisting on 
the few cooked foods that were fit to 
eat, I found that I had lost twenty- 
five pounds in weight. It was a relief 
to get into Japan where one could eat 
food and drink water as freely and as 
safely, as in America. Japan has some 
of the finest cooks in the world and I 
have never eaten better prepared food 
anywhere. The hotel rooms were clean, 
and no poisonous lizards were to be 
seen peeking out from behind the pic- 
tures on the walls. 


Japan was the only country east of 
the Mediterranean where I did not have 
to count my change. The necessity for 
‘bsolute honesty is emphasized in train- 
ing the youth of Japan. Whether this 
teaching is effective or not can best be 
Judged from the following actual inci- 





dent which occurred during my travels 
in Japan: . r 


An American had arranged for an 
all-expense tour through Japan, with 
the Japan Tourist Bureau. This was 
to include tips, etc. When the tourist 
boarded the train he tipped the Japan- 
ese station porter half a yen (about 
fifteen cents in our money). The por- 
ter had carried the baggage a long way. 
Being very polite, He did not wish to 
embarrass the tourist by refusing, so 
he accepted the tip but evidently turned 
= small sum in at the company’s of- 
ice. 


Three days later when the same tour- 
ist was boarding a train in a distant 
city, a messenger from the Japan Tour- 
ist Bureau rushed up; gave him half 
a yen, and explained that a long distance 
telephone call had just come from the 
other city, instructing their office to 


return the tip. I witnessed this inci- 
dent, but it evidently was not unusual 
because I found no effort in Japan to 
take unfair advantage of me, such as 
I experienced throughout the rest of 
the Orient. 


The Japanese are very kindly dis- 
posed toward the Americans. Were we 
half as friendly toward them there 
would be little occasion for friction be- 
tween the two countries. Why doesn’t 
the press inform the public that Japan 
has promptly and honorably met all of 
her financial obligations to the United 
States? What other nation has done 
this?

The Japanese have the quality of dis- 
cernment and immediately saw through

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the hypocrisy of Communist proposals 
to effect Utopia. No Red propaganda 
is allowed in Japan. The customs of- 
ficials will leaf through every book and 
pamphlet hunting for Communist prop- 
aganda. 


The California editor of a supposed- 
ly Fundamentalist publication which 
purports to deal with the subject of 
“Prophecy,” recently complained that 
his magazine reached the missionaries 
in Japan with certain pages missing. 
This is easy to understand. The maga- 
zine referred to is one that has made 
common cause with the Communists in 
promoting their propaganda, quoting 
such rabid Communist magazines as 
“New Masses,” and smirching Ameri- 
ca’s outstanding Christian leaders who 
tell the truth about the ORIGIN and 
the promotion of Communism. 


The discerning Japanese must recog- 
nize this as Communist propaganda 
even though it bears the deceptive label 
of Fundamentalism. Therefore they 
cut out certain pages in order to pre- 
vent the infiltration of Communism in- 
to the religious circles of Japan. 


What if Japan Wins? 


Some will say, “But suppose Japan 
wins this war against China?” Why 
not ask, “But suppose China wins this 
war against Japan?” 


If Japan is wiped out, it will not 
settle anything in the Orient. Soviet 
Russia will immediately take charge of 
both Japan and China. Russia vir- 
tually has China in her grip today. 
She is only using the Chinese to pro- 
mote the cause of Communism. 


India is saturated with Communism. 
Right now Soviet Russia is making a 
bid for India and that is one of the 
main reasons why Russia did not want 
to join forces with England. Should 
Japan be blotted from the map, the 
last resistance to Communism would 
disappear from Asia and the Red flag 
of world revolution would wave over 
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Japan, China, India — in fact, all of 
Asia, 


Then with more than one half of the 
world’s population under Red domi- 
nance, they would swoop down upon 
Europe and Africa; and after that the 
western hemisphere. Their program 
according to Josef Stalin himself, is 
to make the whole world Red. 


In parts of China where they already 
have a death grip, the missionaries 
are being driven out and mission sta- 
tions closed. 


In Japan I found absolute religious 
liberty. I talked with Americans who 
had done missionary work there for 
forty years and they said there has 
been no interference with their labors. 
They conduct vacation Bible schools, 
religious services in school auditoriums 
and churches, with the same freedom 
they had in America. 


There are tens of thousands of fine 
Japanese Christians. These doubtless 
constitute tens of thousands of reasons 
why the Communists would like to de- 
stroy Japan. 


Shall we fight Japan? Yes, if we 
want to place all Asia in the lap of 
Soviet Russia. Shall we fight Japan? 
Yes, if we want ninety-eight per cent 
of the churches in Asia to be as has 
been the case in Soviet Russia. 


Shall we fight Japan? Yes, if we 
want every Bible in Asia confiscated 
by the Reds. Shall we fight Japan? 
Yes, if we want hundreds of thousands 
of Christians butchered in cold blood 
as in Soviet Russia. Shall we fight 
Japan? Yes, if we want the last ves- 
tige of liberty to disappear from Asia. 
Shall we fight Japan? Yes, if we want 
to put the whole world under the do- 
minion of the Red rag of Communism, 
atheism and slavery. 


Since there is not a nation or a com- 
bination of nations on earth that. could 
cross the oceans and successfully attack 
the United States, there is no reason 
why we should participate in any for- 
eign war. 
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Japan in Bible Prophecy 
“And the sixth angel poured out his — 


vial upon the great river Euphrates; © 


and the water thereof was dried up, 
that the way of the kings of the east 
might be prepared” (Rev. 16:12). 


This reference to the “kings of the 
east” is literally a reference to the 
“kings of the sunrise.” Down through 
the centuries Japan has been known ag 
the “sunrise” empire. Therefore we be- 
lieve this to be a reference to Japan, 
In the end of the age, Japan is still 
in existence and apparently shares in 
a great Eastern Confederacy which 
may include China, and possibly India 
— in fact, all the dark-skinned peoples 
of Asia. 


The Russo-German alliance is anti- 
cipated in Ezekiel 38:3,6: “Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I am against 
thee O Gog, the chief prince of Me- 
shech and Tubal . . . Gomer and all 
his bands.” Meshech and Tubal are 
literally Moscow and Tobolsk. Gomer 
is Germany. According to the thirty- 
eighth chapter of Ezekiel there is to 
be a Russo-German alliance that will 
eventually include a land route extend- 
ing practically to the Indian ocean. 


This great Northern Confederacy 
wiil join forces with the “kings of 
the sunrise” and swoop down upon 
the Revived Roman Empire for a 
conflict, which will end in the battle 
of Armageddon. 


The pact of peace between Russia 
and Japan is significant in this con- 
nection. The next great event to be 
fulfilled according to Bible prophecy, 
will be a rift in the friendship of Italy 
and Germany. The new Roman Empire 
eventually will be aligned against the 
Northern Confederacy. 


All of the great confederacies of the 
end-time will be headed by ungodly 
men. Therefore we are impressed with 
the absolute futility of war, no matter 
which side we take. Demon spirits are 
moving men to plunge the world into a 
bloody war to annihilate civilization.

England and France are already under 
the sceptres of dictators. If America 
becomes involved, there will be dictator- 
ship here — immediate and permanent. 


The twin sisters of Liberty and Chris- 
tianity will be sent to concentration 
camps. Atheists and godless radicals 
will hold high carnival. 


Christians, if you would save Ameri- 
ca from the scourge of dictatorship 
with all of its accompanying evils, work 
and pray for the preservation of our 
Nation now — before it is eternally 
too late! 








The Restoration of All Thing

(CHRIST had just healed the man 

lame from birth, at the Beau- 
tiful Gate of the Temple. He had 
done this through the instru- 
mentality of Peter and John, who 
had gone there to worship. 


Peter told the people that they had 
“killed the prince of life, whom God 
raised from the dead.” He called upon 
them to repent and said that God would 
forgive them, and seasons of refresh- 
ing would come from the presénce of 
the Lord. 


Then he added: (I quote from the Re- 
vised Version) “That he may send the 
Christ who hath been appointed for 
you, even Jesus: whom the heaven must 
receive until the times of restoration of 
all things, whereof God spake by the 
mouth of his holy prophets which have 
been since the world (age) began.” 


Three important statements are made 
in this passage: 

1. Christ has been received back into 
Heaven. 


2. He will come again to engage in 
a work of restoration. 


8. The restoration has been foretold 
by all the prophets. 


I know of no Bible-believing Chris- 
tian who doubts the first two state- 
ments, that Christ is in Heaven and 
will come again. But some seem to doubt 
that He will restore all things spoken 
of by the holy prophets. He will judge 
both saints and sinners when He comes. 
But he is coming to restore, as well as 
to judge. The saints will come with 
Him to help in restoring all things. 


That will be our work in the new 
age. We are being prepared for that 
service in this age. Heaven is a pre- 
pared place for a prepared people! 
Heaven will be our home, but our work 
will be largely on the earth. We will be 
given responsibility in proportion to 
our preparation. 


This is brought out in many Scrip- 
tures, notably the parable of the 
pounds. The main purpose of the pres- 
ent discussion is to write of some of 


. the things that are to be restored. 
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Ground And Climate 


The ground is to be restored. Judg- 
ment followed Adam’s fall: “Cursed is 
the ground for thy sake; in sorrow 
shalt thou eat of it all the days of thy 
life; thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee.” 


A thorn, scientifically speaking, is an 
aborted branch. When a branch starts 
to grow and becomes aborted, a thorn 
appears, because of the curse existing 
in the soil. Many of the prophets 
speak of the future productivity of the 
earth when the curse is removed. No 
longer will we be perplexed with the 
problem of “soil conservation.” The 
earth will bring forth “by handfuls,” 
and there will be an abundance for all. 


There are also clear intimations in 
the Bible that the extremes of climate, 
heat and cold, which cause so much 
pain suffering and death, are the re- 
sult of sin in the world. 


These conditions of course come 
through the laws of nature. The laws 
of nature are manifestations of God’s 
power but the Devil has limited con- 
trol at the present time — as noted 
when Satan was permitted to bring 
about the storm that caused the death 
of Job’s children. 


A careful study of the Scriptures 
makes it ge to my mind, that God 
has a higher order of laws connecting 
the spiritual with the material, which 
man has not yet discovered. Chaos in 
the natural world is caused by chaos 
in the spiritual world. If it was not for 
the presence of sin, we would have a 
perfect climate. When sin ceases to 
exist, there will be a restored climate. 


Flora And Fauna 


The flora of the Garden-of Eden 
must have been marvelously beautiful, 
and no doubt it was typical of what all 
the earth (the New Earth) will be like.

“The wolf shall also dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard. shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together; 
and a little child shall lead them. And 
the cow and the bear shall feed; their 
young ones shall lie down together: and 
the lion shall eat straw like the ox, 
And the sucking child shall play on the 
hole of the asp, and the weaned child 
shall put his hand on the cockatrice’ 
den. They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain; for the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” 


_ As the flora of the Garden of Eden 
is typical of the flora “in that day,” so 
the fauna of the Garden of Eden is 
typical of the earth’s fauna when 
Christ comes to restore’ all things. To 
take such clear prophecies other than 
literally must be due to ignorance or 
unbelief. God does not intend that 
carnivorous animals shall always tear 
in pieces and devour their prey. They 
did not do this in the Garden of Eden 
oo ye blessed condition will be re- 
stored. 


Humanity 


That the human race will live-in 
peace is taught by the prophets in 
places too numerous to mention.

ONE of the amazing things about 
the American people is their 
bland credulity. 


We accept as fact, so many contra- 
dictory things without doubting that 
they can all be true. We believe in 
democracy administered by a federal 
bureaucratic government. We believe 
in freedom of assembly, press and 
speech, and at the same time allow 
aliens the right to attack the very 
foundation of these liberties. 


We believe that capital and labor are 
natural enemies, rather than face the 
fact that seeming enmity is artificially 
generated by abuses on the part of 
both groups. We believe in high wages 
and low costs. We believe in high 
prices and low living expenses. But of 
greater importance — we believe we 
can live like the Devil and enjoy the 
blessings of God! 


It is indicative of the complacent self- 
ish spirit of this age, that millions of 
pleasure-mad, cocktail-drinking blas- 
phemous Americans can, with the smell 
of liquor on their breaths, sing, “God 
Bless America.” It would be more be- 
coming to sing, in the minor key, “God 
Forgive America.” ‘Repentance, not re- 
quests, is the proper attitude for our 
Nation to assume in the present moral 
sag through which we are passing. 


A few weeks ago Governor Lauren ' 


Dickinson, of Michigan, criticized 
things which he felt were disgraceful 


to our public officials. The reaction to 


his remarks was anything but encour- 
aging to those who have appreciation 
for moral and spiritual values. The 
Mayor of a great city laughed in scorn, 
while the Governor of another State re- 
ferred to Mr. Dickinson as using “bad 
taste.” There was little or no evidence 
of concern over the grave conditions 
which he exposed. 


(No defense of Michigan’s Governor 
is necessary. I am only saying that a 
man who has been elected Lieutenant 
Governor of his State seven times and 
has conducted himself as a Christian 
gentleman of proven truthfulness and 
honor, enjoying the respect and confi- 
dence of the best and most intelligent 
citizens of his Commonwealth, cannot 
be ridiculed as he has been, without re- 


vealing the paucity in morals and minds, 
of those who do the ridiculing.) 


As long as this spirit of lawlessness 
pervades America, as long as we spend 
millions of dollars a year on liquor — 
and other millions on gambling, im- 
moral movies and similar vices, just so 
long will it be inconsistent for peo- 
ple to complain about “hard times” and 
mockingly sing “God Bless America.” 


The world is trembling in confusion, 


. resulting, from disillusionment on the 


one hand, and frantic efforts to save 
itself from the consequences of mis- 
placed confidence, on the other. No 
more humiliating evidence of that is 
needed, than the present conflict in 
Europe. This conflict demonstrates 
that men learn little or nothing from 
experience. They are incorrigible fools. 


The invention of deceptive slogans 
about “saving the world for decency,” 
or “making democracy work,” or “sav- 
ing civilization,” are the empty mut- 
terings of a crazy type of world 
leadership that has forsaken God. The 
fact, that for the second time in twenty- 
five years, nations have plunged them- 





selves into a major conflict (to say 
nothing of the conquests and _ revolu- 
tions constantly carried on in the name 
of progress) and that, by men who lived 
through the first one, should demon- 
strate to every thinking person the 
necessity of building a new kind of 
leadership in which Christian principles 
will be given preeminence. | 

Sad and humbling as it may be to 
admit, America has played its part in 
the farce. We have failed to defend 
our institutions and historic traditions, 
We have Geparted from the faith of 
our founding fathers. We have led 
other nations to suppose, in recent 
years, that we were going to modernize 
and liberalize America, after a pat- 
tern of conglomerate old world philoso- 
phies. The uncertainty as to where we 
were going, has left the world uncer- 
tain as to whether any form of hu- 
man government can provide, even a 
measure of liberty, for human endeavor, 


Imitation is not the destiny of 
America. America’s destiny is demon- 
stration. For a century and a half we 
have demonstrated that there is a 
workable mean between law and liber- 
ty. Our Constitutional form of Gov- 
ernment has done, in a larger and 
better way, what no other government 
in human history has ever done — it 
has governed by the CONSENT of the 
people! 

If we depart from it now, the great- 
est political crime in history will have 
been committed, our destiny on earth 
will have been frustrated, and the dis- 
approval of the God of nations will be 
sure and swift.

THE concept of sheer materialism, 
even the greatest and best of men 
are like feeble rockets cast athwart the 
horizon of the world to shimmer and 
scintillate for a moment in the gaze of 
the awe-struck multitude, and then go 
out forever in the blackness of eternal 
night. 

But such a view is not in consonance 
with the seasoned judgment and rea- 
soned belief of our greatest thinkers. 
The scientists who delve into the won- 
ders of the material universe, and seek 
to fathom the mysteries of the eternal 
cosmos, have learned that not a single 
atom of matter can ever be destroyed. 
It can only change its form. 


There is a constant state of chemical- 
ization going on in the universe, but 
no ultimate destruction is ever possible, 
though in the succession of the eons 
there is much of cataclysmic change. 
And as we pass from the material 
kingdom to the realm of spirit, where 
eternally dwells that Supreme Power 
Who taught the human hand its cun- 
ning and the human tongue its wizardry 
of speech, analogy and inescapable logic 
make plain to us that we live on the 
highest plane of existence where there 
can be no possible destructibility. 


In Shakespeare’s “Tempest” which 
is an allegory on the three sides of hu- 
man nature, physical, mental and spir- 
itual, Caliban represents the grossly 
physical; Prospero, magician and 
philosopher, represents the educated 
mental state; and Ariel represents the 
clean spirituality that is in us. But the 
inadequacy of mere mind is shown 
when Caliban has been subdued by the 
magic:of the philosopher, and Ariel has 
ascended into the skies, for the mental 
a Prospero can do naught but ex- 

aim: 


“Alas, we are such stuff as dreams 
are made of, 

And this little life is rounded with 
a sleep.” 

The doubts of him who has never 
climbed the heights to gaze into the 
Blue Empyrean, and the disbelief of 
him who has made himself negative to 
the forces of spirituality, led the wise 
men of old to declare: 


“The fool hath said in his heart, 
‘There is no God.’ ” 


The Greeks reached the highest state 
of mental development of all the peo- 
ple of the ancient world; but they seem 
to have almost wholly missed spiritu- 
ality, for they forced their great 
Philosopher Socrates to drink the fatal 
hemlock when he began to get some 
faint glimmerings of the spiritual life. 
And yet the seeds of hope and the in- 
stinct of immortality have been planted 
80 deep down in the souls of men that 
they cannot be rooted out by the feeble 
lucubrations of cynic philosophy. 


In the beautiful drama of Jon, writ- 
ten several hundred years before the 
lan era, when the young hero is 
about to deliver up his life as a sacri- 
to fate, and his beloved Clemanthe 
asks whether they shall meet again, he

replied: 


“I have asked that question of the 
hills that look eternal, of the streams 
that flow forever, of the stars in whose 
azure brightness my spirit hath oft 
been raised in glory. All were dumb. 
But as I gaze into thy fair face there 
is something in the love that mantles 
through its beauty that cannot wholly 
perish. Clemanthe, we shall meet 
again.” 

There has never lived a man of the 
first order of genius who was an avow- 
ed atheist. And while many great men 
have not paid lip-service to ritualistic 
religion, they have universally conclud- 
ed with the mighty Shakespeare: 


“There is a divinity that shapes 
our ends, 
Rough hew them how we may.” 











Generally, in all ages and climes, the 
greatest men hold aloft in one hand the 
torch of Faith, and in the other hand 
they firmly grasp the lamp of Reason 
to guide them through the dark and 
devious ways of life. And their be- 
lief is not more the yearning of lofty 
souls than it is the reason and logic 
of brilliant minds. 


Inspiration In Nature 

When the average young man goes 
away to college, if he carries with him 
kindergarten concepts of an anthropo- 
morphic God, and begins the study of 
the physical sciences, just at the time 
when the physical forces in him begin 
to approach their apotheosis, he is apt 
to become something of a skeptic, 
particularly in his athletic years while 
the flair for all things physical is upon 
him. But when he begins to use the 
telescope to explore the illimitable uni- 


verse and contemplates the wonders of 
the mighty Microcosm; when he turns 
to use of the microscope in his studies of 
biology and paleontology and discovers 
that the Microcosm is a replica in minia- 
ture of the visible world; and when he 
begins to find out that all these myriad 
forms and the dynamic forces that rule 
them are in perfect synchronization, each 
one with all the others, working to- 
gether in the perfect unison of a subli- 
mated intelligence, he then begins to 
understand that “God walks upon the 
deep and rides upon the storm.” 


About this time, if our student has 
the gift of meditation and the seeds of 
wisdom are planted in him, his con- 
templations will lead him to an under- 
standing of how really weak and puny 
he is, and how inadequate and unsatis- 
fying are the physical and mental 
things that have hitherto engrossed his 
whole attention. He knows that he first 
learned on the physical plane by sensa- 
tion, and on the mental plane by 
ratiocination; but he begins to wonder 
whether there is not a higher plane on 
which he may learn by something that 
is neither sensation nor ratiocination. 
And so, pressing on in prayer, he fi- 
nally discovers that he has reached the 
spiritual plane, where he can learn 
by realization. He already knows some- 
thing of the inter-penetration of physi- 
cal forces; but he now discovers the 
most marvelous of all forces — the 
force which controls the functions on 
the spiritual plane. That great force is 
FAITH. Impelled onward and upward 
by faith and a positive attitude toward 
spirituality, he finally comes to realize 
what the Lord Jesus meant when he 
said: “The kingdom of God is with- 
in you.” 


This writer was educated in history, 
philosophy, law and economics, with in- 
tent of becoming a lawyer; but ill 
health and a great love of nature in the 
raw, finally caused him to drift into 
geology and consulting engineering. He 
early learned that to be a good geolo- 
gist it was necessary to become an 
adept in general science and to delve 
into the mysteries of the cosmos, to be 
able to correctly read the lessons writ- 
ten in the rocks. In previous Defend- 
er articles, the writer has invariably 
written in the third person, but is now 
going to lapse into the use of the per- 
sonal pronoun to make his observations, 
— and impressions more 
vivid. 


In the line of my profession it has 
been my experience to go into many of 
the far-places of earth, where rugged 
Nature in all her pristine beauty re- 
mained untouched by the despoiling 
hand of man; and the grandeur of it 
all never failed to fill me with awe and 
amazement. And so I have worshiped 
God at His altars among the rocks and 
in His cathedrals in the mighty woods. 
Many times I have strolled at night 
beneath the fronded palms in_ the 
tropics, and as the soft southern Moon 


-came up and cast the glamor of en- 


chantment o’er all the balmy night, and 
the tinkle of guitar and twang of man- 
dolin filled my ears with “concords of 
sweet sound,” the effect on me was not 
sensuous but spiritual, and my mind 
was charmed and my soul was exalted 
with the divine artistry of it all.

world. 


Once upon a time I made a snow- 
shoe trip into the frozen north; and 
when I lay upon the snow at night in 
a fur sleeping-bag, I would often push 
the flap from my eyes and gaze out 
over the vast expanse of snow and ice 
at the sublime spectacle of the Aurora 
Borealis, which no scientist under- 
stands, the brilliance of which no artist 
can paint, and the majesty of which no 
poet can describe. And as I gazed in 
awe and wonder, I mulled over all my 
scientifie lore; and as I reflected on the 
disintegrating effect of heat and cold, 
and how the mighty glaciers that origi- 
nate in such regions can and do sculp 
the mountains into forms of awe and 
grandeur, no remnant of doubt remained 
in my mind that “God works in mys- 
terious ways His wonders to perform.”

Whether in peaceful America or in the 
war torn, war threatened or war im- 
perilled nations on the other side of the 
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world, God in His love has provided for 
His own children, and has thrown 
around them His cloak of Pardon, Posi- 
tion, Promise and Protection. 


Of the multitudinous gifts from a 
father, who knows how to give good 
gifts to his children, one stands alone in 
transcending grandeur, in fact it 
is the fountain head from whence 
cometh every good thing — it is the 
gift of pardon. Even though my finite 
mind could not conceive how, through 
the blood shed on Calvary, a just and 
holy God could forgive a guilty sinner 
without compromising His justice and 
holiness, yet I had but to cry in my 
blindness, as did poor Bartimaeus, and 
the miracle working Son of God washed 
the scales from my eyes, and you my 
friend, if you will reach out even in the 
timidity of unworthiness and touch the 
hem of His garment, you may be made 
perfectly whole. 


Nor does He leave us forgiven, but 
bowed with the memory and record, of 
a guilty past. He gives us the “posi- 
tion” of sons. John says in his Gospel 
that God gives every pardoned sinner 
the right to be called a son, and if God 
gives us that right, who could take it

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from us? “Heirs of God, and joint 
heirs with Christ,” Paul says. Then 
we are not only pardoned but justified 
and given the “position” of sonship! 


Pardon, Position, and to these He 
adds “Promise!” 


“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love Him!” 


I stood on the shore of Lake Huron 
and watched the Sun as it retired in 
the western sky, draw about it the drap- 
eries of crimson and gold, and fill the 
sky with myriad matchless colors so 
beautiful I was awed, speechless, in 
the presence of its grandeur. Nothing 
I said, could ever surpass this, but then 
I remembered that God said, “Eye hath 
not seen. Bd 


I listened to the great Symphony, 
and my soul was thrilled by the har- 
monies which were written by the hand 
of the Infinite, for all music originated 
in Heaven, man only discovered it, and 
I said surely the ear of man is not ‘built 
to appreciate anything more beautiful 
than this, but then I ee og 
God said, “Ear hath not heard. . 


I stood alone in the presence of a 
giant Sequoia in the high Sierras of 
California, a monarch of the forest that 
had been more than a sapling when 
Moses was a-boy, and had been a 
mighty tree when our Lord walked this 
earth. I closed my eyes, in its presence, 
and I could see in a panorama all the 
vastness of the mountains, the grandeur 
of the forests, and could hear the bab- 
bling of mountain streams and feel the 
hush of the mighty valleys! This was 
a combination of magnificence made 
— by the imagination of the 

eart, but even in the sublimity of this 

moment, I remembered that God said, 
ne neither hath it entered into the 
heart of man. 


John on the Island of Patmos, tried 
to tell us something about the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love Him, and the only way he could 
describe what his eyes had beheld, was 
to talk about the most beautiful things 
he had ever seen on earth, “. .. gates 
of pear], walls of jasper, streets of gold, 
foundations of sapphire, emerald, and 
amethyst.” If this language is only 
figurative, and I believe it is, who can 
conceive the meaning of this descrip- 
tion? 

We stand by the grave of a loved 
one. The wind may howl, and the sky 
may be black, and our hearts may ache 
with the pain of parting, but with the 
great Apostle we can say “we sorrow 
not as those who have no hope!” 
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Disease comes and settles upon one 
we love and leaves them with a wither- 
ed limb or blind eyes, or a broken body, 
and our hearts bleed and we would 
gladly take the affliction and give them 
our health, but in the midst of this 
sorrow worse than death, we look 
through our tears to yon eastern sky 
and we see that God’s morning is al- 
ready dawning. The arrows of light 
from the bow of eternity are already 
piercing the darkness, and we remember 
the promise that when the Lord 
pears we shall be like Him, changed in 
a moment, in the twinkling of an eye. 
Withered arms will be made _ whole, 
blind eyes will see, the lame shall walk, 
yea and even the mind that has tot- 
tered and fallen from its throne, will 
be touched again with the illuminating 
finger of God’s Grace. These, my be- 
loved, are but a few of the promises 
that are for “. . . them that love Him!” 


Pardon, Position, Promise, these 
three, and to these He adds His “Pro- 
tection.” Someone has said that God 
did not promise His children a smooth 
voyage but He has promised them a 
safe landing on the other shore. 


When I preached in the 
land I heard my Negro _ breth- 
ren singing a_ spiritual, which 
is my favorite of all their beau- 
tiful songs, “In the Hollow of His hand, 
I know my Lord will keep me in the 
hollow of His hand.” Adversity may 
come, and-serrew may come,-and war 


South- 


~may_.come;-your home may. be-destroyed 
and. your. city. laid waste, but if you 
are God’s child you are safe in the hol- 
low of His hand. 


Even in the pre-Tribulation days, 
which I believe. are’ already upon us, 
God will keep His}@wn as He kept Noah 
through the days of the Flood. The 
trials that we cannot escape, He will 
give us Grace to endu We cannot 
get beyond the circle of His love, and in 
sag days of adversity and uncertain- 

jon, though at times we 
wy tangled in a labyrinth of bewilder- 
ment, let us remember that we are sons 
of God, joint heirs with Jesus Christ, 
and that the protection of Heaven is 
our heritage. “A thousand shall fall 
at thy side, and ten thousand at th 
ee but it shall not come nig’ 
thee. 


That is my verse, and it is your verse, 
It reiterates again God’s countless 
promises of protection. What fear need 
any man have, who has the promise 
of the Son of God Himself, that, “... 
he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never 
die” 5. 

At this Thanksgiving season of 1939, 
I humbly thank God for peace, privilege, 
plenty, provision, pardon, position, 
promise and protection! Will you join 
me in repeating the words of the Psalm- 
ist, “The earth is full of the goodness 
of the Lord!” 
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USIC was born in the moral 
universe of God during the 
eons of eternity. 


The book of Job is the oldest book of 
the Bible and in it we find these signif- 
icant words: “When the morning stars 
sang together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy.” 


In early times, music was used exclu- 
sively for divine worship. One histor- 
ian says that sacred song and instru- 
ments were for the purpose of “creat- 
ing in man a feeling of awe, for induc- 
ing a spiritual state conducive to the re- 
ception of messages from above, and 
for bringing to man’s consciousness 
whatever in him was divine.” 


Music occupies a prominent place 
throughout the Old Testament. In the 
fifteenth chapter of Exodus, one of the 
earliest references is made to the sub- 
ject. Through an act of supernatural 
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intervention, the waters of the Red 
Sea had been rolled back like a carpet, 
permitting the children of Israel to 
march through on the sea bed. With a 
thunderous roar, the pent-up torrent 
swept ypon Pharaoh’s pursuing hordes. 


“Then sang Moses and the children of 
Israel this song unto the Lord, saying, I 
will sing unto the — for He hath 
triumphed gloriously. .. .” 


The sixteenth aiiek of First Chron- 
icles offers another account of victory- 
singing in the Old Testament. At the 
time the Ark of God was victoriously 
returned to Jerusalem, David proclaim- 
ed a season of celebration and praise. 
He instructed members of the tribe of 
Levi to organize a great “song-fest.” 
Asaph was appointed chief musician, 
and his several assistants included 
Jeiel, in charge of the psalteries and 
harps, while Benaiah and Jahaziel, were 
instructed to direct the trumpeters. The 
a mg musician himself handled the cym- 

als 


David composed an appropriate 
Psalm for the occasion and gave it to 
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Asaph with instructions that it be sung 
by the people. “Then on that day David 
delivered first this psalm to thank the 
Lord into the hand of Asaph and his 
brethren: Give thanks unto the Lord, 
call upon His name, make known his 
deeds among the people. Sing unto 
Him, sing psalms unto Him. ... (1 
Chronicles 16:7—9).” 


It is said much of the Old Testament 
singing was antiphonal. This means, 
according to a well known music au- 
thority, one group would sing a line 
of song, or several lines, and another 
group would respond by repeating the 
line which the first group had just 
sung. More often a soloist would sing 
the main portion with the congregation 
joining in, by the use of responses at 
stated intervals. Sometimes a group 
of men would sing alternately with a 
group of women. 


Music has likewise had an important 
place in the development of the Chris- 
tian Church. No less an authority than 
the Apostle Paul recommended the use 
of song in worship. 


In his epistle to the Church at Cor- 
inth, he wrote: “I will pray with the 
Spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing also; I will sing with the Spirit 
and I will sing with understanding al- 
so.” Again in Colossians, he says: “Let 
the Word of Christ dwell in your hearts, 
enriching you in all wisdom, teachin 
and admonishing one another wit 
psalms and hymns and spiritual odes, 
singing with grace in your hearts unto 
God.” 


Paul and Silas even sang in a prison 
cell, and as one writer remarks: “God 
joined in their singing with a thunder- 
ous bass, and the prison doors flew 
open.” 


It is said that the Roman Emperor 
appointed Pliny, the historian, to inves- 
tigate the customs, methods and beliefs 
of the sect called Christians, Pliny’s 
report stated that “they have a cus- 
tom of meeting before dawn on an ap- 
pointed day, and singing by turn hymns 
to Christ.” 


The early Church endured suffering 
and persecution that has not been paral- 
leled in human history. Yet, they were 
possessed of a spirit of hope, which was 
reflected in their singing. Josephus, 
the Jewish historian, relates that often 
Christians in the Colosseum arena, a- 
waiting death at the jaws of hungry 
lions, would sing so joyously and loudly 
that their music could be heard above 
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the stories behind the great hymns can 
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“Hark, The Herald Angels Sing,” ‘‘Silent 
Night, Holy Night,” “‘O Little Town of 
Bethlehem,” “Home, Sweet Home,

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es KINNAMAN writes as an 
authority on Biblical archaeology. 
He was one of the scientists who 
opened the famous Tutankhaman 
(King Tut) tomb in Egypt. He 
has spent more than a score of 
years doing archaeological work 
in Bible lands. 
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HE writer can remember when 
it was taught in classrooms 
and from pulpits that the art of 
writing did not appear until late 
in the history of the white race. 


I wrote my first thesis for gradua- 
tion from college upon this very sub- 
ject, and mobilized my argument 
around Homer’s Iliad. In this “learned” 
paper I followed Wolffe, the German 
scholar, who maintained that Homer 
was handed down by word of mouth 
from the ninth century B. C., each 


young bard committing to memory the 
ae recited to him by an older 
ard. 


The major part of Higher Criticism 
was based upon the theory that the 
“traditions” and “folk-lore” of the Old 
Testament, were delivered vrally from 
generation to generation. [hese critics 
taught (and some still teach) that the 
Old Testament was put into written 
form centuries after the events had 
transpired. 


_ However, the spade of the archaeolo- 
gist is more mighty than the professed 
logic of the Higher Critic. 


Ancient Forms 


One of the great historians of anti- 
quity, Berosus, believed that writing 
was in general use before the Deluge. 
He relates that the Babylonian Noah, 
Xisuthrus, buried some of the sacred 
writings before the Flood at Sippar, 
then, after the water receded, dug them 
up. 


The Arabs believe that Enoch in- 
‘vented the art of writing. The Jews 
hold that Enoch left a number of writ- 
ings behind. One king of Babylon, 
whose records were found in the library 
of Assurbanipal, says that he enjoyed 
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reading the writings produced prior to 
the Flood. Assurbanipal refers to in- 
scriptions of the era preceding Noah. 


For years the above statements were 
treated as mythical, not to be accepted 


as truth. But archaeologists have now .- 


found inscriptions that were positively 
made long before the Flood. Dr. Lang- 
don discovered at Kish (the Kish de- 
stroyed by the Deluge) a tablet under 
the Flood deposit. This tablet is picto- 
graphic writing—the oldest form of 
writing known. It may be seen today 
in the Field Museum at Chicago. 


Next in line of development are seals. 
This form of writing always stands for 
the name of some person, thus identify- 
ing ownership, and was used as a sig- 
nature on contracts, letters, receipts, 
etc. Each such person had his own 
seal, and no two were alike. If two are. 
found to be identical, one has to be a 
counterfeit. 


Most of the seals were carved on 
small pieces of stone. The workman- 
ship was very delicate and invaribly 
perfect. Seals of this sort were found 
at Fara and are known to be pre-Flood 
in age. Other seals, located in later 
stratum, but evidently created prior to 
the Deluge, have also been rescued by 
archaeologists. These were from all 
indications, produced in the same pe- 
riod as inscription-writing, although 
excavated under different circum- 
stances. 

I wish to call attention to two 
such: (a) The Adam and Eve seal. 
This was found at ac Gawra about 
twelve miles north of Nineveh by Dr. 
E. Speiser of the University of 
Pennsylvania, in 1932. It was in the 
eighth level, and Dr. Speiser dates it 


ca 3500 B. C. It is a small artifact, 
about one inch in diameter. (b) The 
Temptation Seal, found at Nineveh, and 
now in the British Museum. There can | 
be no mistake about this seal—even a 
child would encounter little difficulty in 
identifying it. Both of these could 
have been the personal property of de- 
scendants of Adam who, through 
Noah’s line, survived the Flood. 


Cuneiform Writing 


We are wondering if Divine Judg- 
ment gave at least an inkling as to 
the origin of writing, when a “mark” 
or “sign” was placed on Cain for the 
murder of his brother. This obviously 
was not the first form of writing, be- 
cause Cain was afraid that all men 
would be able to read that mark or 
sign. If men could read the “mark,” 
then they must have been familiar with 
some sort of writing. 


Pictograph writing is the form 
found in the lowest levels of the pre- 
Flood cities of Babylonia. We also | 
have the same system on the rocks in 
the certain canons of America. Do 
these pictographs in this part of the 
world, antedate the Deluge? However, 
the oldest form of writing in the Near 
East, is pictographic, or pictures on 
clay tablets. 


We speak about the “inspiration” of 
the Bible. This fact is rejected by 
Higher Critics as a dream of the extra 
devout. But let us examine the matter 
from an angle seldom considered. 


God was desirous that His Word 
should reach the consciousness of man 
and be preserved in some definite form, 
It is said that He created man perfect, 
If that be true, then in the beginning, 
the race must have been conversant 
with arts and sciences, since these are 
inevitable expressions of qualities in- 
herent in the soul of man. 


Writing is an art, the greatest en- 
joyed by man. The number of people 
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—that the discovery of elephants, rhinoceroses, . 
Arctic Circle has led geologists to accept the biblica 


—that Acts 17:28 antedates the science of hematology by nineteen centuries? 
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prove the scientific fallacy of the Bible, are now the strongest proof of verbal inspiration, 
due to certain paleontological discoveries in recent years? 
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able to employ this art at the dawn of 
history, must have necessarily been few, 
being confined to certain ones who were 
to act as scribes. Through them, there 
was written what God wished recorded. 


The pictograph system developed in- 
to the ideograph, and the “mark” or 
“sign” came to designate parts of 
words, syllables, whole words and even 
phrases. This kind of writing, which 
was in use during earliest history in 
Mesopotamia, is known today as Cunei- 
form or “wedge-shaped” writing. 


In this form of writing, there are 
over five hundred differing marks and 
about thirty thousand combinations. 
The literature, legal papers and reli- 
gious teachings of those times were 
made upon clay tablets while the mate- 
rial was plastic, then baked and put 
either into libraries or the “town hall.” 
This form, in use throughout the civiliz- 
ed world, even in Egypt, was the dip- 
lomatic language of the nations. All 
correspondence between kingdoms was 
in Cuneiform. 


Centuries of Progress 


We find however, that long before 
1500 B. C., the cumbersome Cuneiform 
was being superceded by Alphabetic 
characters. In this form, twenty-six 
or more drawings called letters, take 
the place of parts of words and syl- 
lables. By an almost infinite number 
of combinations, they can be made to 
express varities of thoughts conceived 
in the human min 


In 1905 Sir Flinders Petrie discover- 
ed in a temple at Serabit, at Sinai near 
the turquois mines, two inscriptions; 
one in Egyptian Hieroglyphics, the 
other in Alphabetic language—the old- 
est, or earliest Alphabetic specimens 
known. 


This inscription was in the country 
where Moses spent more than 40 years 
of his life, and where he, at one time 
was Governor of Sinai and Superinten- 
dent of these same mines; but the 
markings were made there, at least 
four hundred years before the time of 
Moses—or in other words, 1800 B. C. 
According to the finds of Garstang at 
Gezer in Palestine, in 1929, it appears 
that this form was used in what is now 
Palestine as early as 2000 B. C. 


Thus it would seem that there were 
three contemporaneous systems of writ- 
ing: (a) the Cuneiform with its center 
in Mesopotamia, (b) Alphabetic form 
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with its center in western Palestine and 
the peninsula of Sinai, (c) the Egyp- 
tian Hieroglyphics. 


It is difficult to determine which is 
the older—the Cuneiform or the Hier- 
oglyphics. Scholars are far from 
agreed upon the subject. Personally, 
it seems to me that the major portion 
of the evidence is in favor of the Hier- 
oglyphics; but that is a personal opin- 
ion, the intricacies of which we have 
not space here to discuss. 


Excavations at Ras Shamra, north of 
Sidon, near Antioch, disclosed that a 
Temple Library and school for scribes, 
or more properly a College and a Theo- 
logical Seminary, had existed. The 
library housed almost numberless 
“books,” written upon clay tablets. 


These books were dictionaries, trea- 
tises on history, religion, in fact every 
sort of work to be found in the libra- 
ries of today. They were written in 
eight languages, consisting of Old Su- 
merian, a number of languages not now. 
known, Hebrew, Babylonian, Hittite 
and Egyptian. One of the languages 
not identified used an alphabet of 27 
letters in the script of Sinai. The 
og library dates from 3000 to 2500 


About one hundred years before 
Abraham was born (2170 B. C.) the 
first “Outline of World’s History” was 
written by Nur-Ninsubur. This work 
was found at Larsa during 1922 by the 
Weld-Blundell Expedition. Produced at 
the close of the Isin Dynasty, it lists 
kings from the beginning of the race 
to his time. The writer divides history 
into three major periods: (a) The pre- 
Flood Period, (b) the Flood overcame 
the Land, (c) the First Dynasty of Ur 
and later dynasties, to that of Isin. So 
H. G. Wells was not the first to write 
an “Outline.” 


Abraham’s Education 


The oldest historical document of con- 
temporaneous events is the Annipadda 
Foundation Tablet. It is a marble slab, 
found by Dr. Wooley in 1923, a corner 
stone of the temple of Obeid, a suburb 
of Ur. It is three by four inches and 
may now be seen in the British Mu- 
seum. 


Ur, a great city long before the 
Deluge, was destroyed by it, then re- 
built, and reached one of its high points 
before and during the time of Abra- 
ham. It was a city of libraries and 
temples, prior to Abraham. 


The daughter of Sargon was at one 
time High Priestess of the Temple of 
the Moon Goddess at Ur, as was also

the sister of Belshazzar. These libra- 
ries housed hundreds of thousands of 
books—dictionaries, reference works, 
encyclopaedias, works on mathematics, 
official records on religion, geography, 
astronomy, politics, fiction, etc. 


Elementary schools were common in 
Abraham’s day. Illiteracy was unknown 
in the time and reign of Hammurabi, 
the emperor who ruled Babylonia before 
Abraham left Ur and for many years 
thereafter. Even the school exercise 
“books” of the boys have been found, 
one hundred and fifty in a single place. 
These consist of texts in mathematics, 
history, mythology, medicine; gram- 
mars with the full conjugation of verbs 
in two. languages, in parallel columns— 
Sumerian and Hebrew. 


The Sumerian was a “dead lan- 
guage,” as Latin and classical Greek 
are today. The school boy had to mull 
over the “classics” in his day. There 
were verbal stems to be learned, for on 
the tablets of this group are five differ- 
ent classes of such stems, and the ex-

planation of them is given in a “foot- 
note.” The School rooms have been un- 
earthed, and the one near the restored 
home of Abraham was probably attend- 
ed by him. 

I repeat that there was no such 
thing as illiteracy, in the day of which 
we are speaking. Every man, woman 
and child over seven years of age, 
could read and write. It is reasonable 
to suppose that Abraham, by the time 
he was 18 years of age, knew more 
history than the average college stu- 
dent does today. It was also a fad to 
keep “family trees.” 


There is no doubt but that Abraham 
had in written form, the traditions and 
records from Shem, concerning Crea- 
tion, the Fall of man, the Flood, and 
God’s promises as to the future, for he 
seems in no wise disconcerted when God 
instructs him to go “unto a land that I 
will shew thee.” 


He lived in the most cosmopolitan 
city on earth, the most cultured of 
society, a city of libraries and archives 
containing the records of kings and 
dynasties, of science, literature and art. 
On the art side of culture, his times 
were superior to our own. Abraham 
himself had a library which he carried 
into Palestine and Egypt. It was writ- 
ten in the Cuneiform. How do we know 
this? We know it from the fact that 
the part he took to Egypt was left be- 
hind and discovered by archaeologists. 


Genesis 12:10 gives the reason for 
his visit to Egypt. Senusert II of the 
XIIth Dynasty, was on the throne at 
the time. On the walls of the tomb of 
this monarch at Benihassin, is depicted 
the visit of Abraham to his court. Abra- 
ham is the first man in recorded history 
who was deported from a country. He 
was compelled to leave so suddenly 
that he left behind him some of his 
possessions. 


Moses and the Pentateuch 


A thousand years before the time of 
Moses, the study of literature, history 
and religion were professions in Egypt. 
Everything was recorded; every legal 
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transaction, every commercial act was 
placed in permanent record. The writ- 
ing material varied from stone monu- 
ments, leather and papyrus, to high 
grade vellum. The deeds and acts, mil- 
itary movements of Thotmes III (ca 
1500 B. C.) is recorded upon a very 
beautiful grade of vellum. Papyrus, 
prepared from the papyrus plant, was 
used even in Palestine about 3000 B. C. 


Through the researches of Sir Flin- 
ders Petrie and those of the writer, we 
are convinced that Moses was born dur- 
ing the late years of the reign of Thot- 
~~. I (1589-1500 B. C.), or about 1526 


The daughter of Pharaoh (after- 
wards Queen Hatshepsut), about whom 
we read in the beautiful story of saving 
the infant from the water, was born 
the year her father came to the throne 
of Egypt, and ruled jointly with the 
monarch during the closing period of his 
life. She also reigned 38 years in her 
own right, before Thotmes III, a half- 
brother, became associated on the 
throne with her. He was about three 
years of age when his sister assumed 
rulership in her own name. 


Records excavated in Sinai and the 
mainland of Egypt, indicate that it 
was while she was heir-apparent ‘to the 
throne, that Moses was found in his 
bassinet, within the palace walls—rock- 
ing on the gentle Nile. She later adopt- 


ed the child as her son. Thus he was 
educated in the palace of the Queen, 
and in the colleges of Egypt. He was 
learned in the arts and sciences of the 
Egyptians and spent forty years ac- 

quiring that knowledge. 


Now the question arises: Did Moses 
write the Pentateuch? In this regard 
there are two schools of thought: (a) 
The - traditional school holds that the 
Pentateuch was written by Moses es- 
sentially as we have it today, (b) the 
critical school holds that the first five 
books of the Old Testament came into 
existence as a composite of various 
writings of priests, editors and redac- 
tors, at about the eighth century B. C. 
This group maintains that the books 
were placed in written form, from oral 
traditions, folk-lore, songs, ete. 


Is the ground of contention of the 
latter school tenable? I leave it to the 
common sense of the Reader to decide 
from what we have recorded above. 


Then if we turn to the record in the 
Bible itself, we find that Moses used 
the art of writing: Exodus 17:14, 24:4, 
34:27, Numbers 17:2, 33:2, Deuteron- 
omy 6:9, 24:1,8, 27:3,4, 31:19,24, Joshua 
8:32. All of the Pentateuch except 
Genesis, has to do with the life and 
works of Moses himself. Who was 
better qualified to write the first five 
books of the Old Testament than the 
accredited Author? 
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NO MORE important book, in 

defense of Americanism, has 
come from the press than Carl 
Mote’s “New Deal Goose Step.”

Well, gentle reader, 
it is the opinion of your Scaiies Staff 
Writer, that this Mote from Indiana 
has produced more than a mote for use 
against the New Dealers who are ruin- 
ing our Country. Mr. Mote uses beams, 
anvils, hammers, saws, hand grenades 
and what have you! 


Not only does his style indicate deep 
personal convictions, but the arguments 
are equally convincing to the reader. 
Every sentence shows it has been 
thoughtfully weighed. 
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Mr. Mote is a man of outstanding at- 
tainments, a citizen of Indiana, an edu- 
cator, journalist, lawyer, executive and 
politician. A study of his Hoosier back- 
ground and career shows that he has 
travelled the rugged American way in 
attaining success. As a patriot, he be- 
lieves this road should be kept clear of 
inflammable material which might re- 
sult in the kind of conflagrations wit- 
nessed in Europe during recent years. 


He demonstrates conclusively that an 
unmistakable similarity exists between 
the methods and objectives of the New 
Deal and the program devised by Marx, 
Engels, Lenin, Trotsky and their dis- 
ciples of world revolution. Students of 
present trends know that it has been 
the New Deal’s purpose, from the be- 
ginning, to attain a Socialized State, 
a part of which involves the abolition 
of private ownership of property. It is 
at this point that the Author beards the 
lion in his den. 

“If the New Deal is allowed to at- 
tain its objectives, the United States 
of America shortly will find itself in a 
situation identical with that of Russia, 
Germany and Italy today — dominated 
and controlled by a revolutionary dic- 
tatorship,” says this defender of Ameri- 
canism. 


That the design of the New Deal is 
of an alien nature can no longer be 
doubted, when viewed in the light of 
the “planned economy” and the “new 
social order’ advocated by its sponsors. 
Although Rexford G. Tugwell, whom the 
Author describes as “former Assistant 
‘Commissar’ in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment” had to step aside, yet his funda- 
mental postulate reported in 1932 has 
never been repealed: “Business (said 
the outspoken Rex) will logically be 
required to disappear. This is not an 
overstatement for the sake of empha- 
sis; it is literally meant.” This is an 
exact statement of basic New Deal phi- 
losophy, according to Mr. Mote. 


Is the New Deal new? Did “planned 
economy” originate in 1932 with Felix 
Frankfurter’s “hot dog boys?” Or is it 
a time-worn pattern, proven to be a 
dismal failure. The Writer goes back 
to the fifteenth century and draws a 
parallel between wild government ideol- 
ogy of that period, and the Roosevelt 
government, 


“Ferrante, who was king of Naples 





in the fifteenth century, was ‘recognized 
as one of the most powerful political 
minds of thé day,’ and ‘extreme mea- 
sures became part of his daily policy.’ 
Burckhardt is silent with respect to 
the exact nature of his ‘extreme mea- 
sures’ but the inference is warranted 
that they have a modern parallel in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ‘extreme measures’ to reg- 
iment the United States Supreme 
Court, business, industry and the farm- 
ers of America. 


“During Ferrante’s reign, the govern- 
ment alone dealt in oil and wine and 
shared the profits from foreign com- 
merce with a single private merchant, 
to produce the necessary revenue to 
support the king’s domestic struggles 
and his external wars. Such policies 
were not unlike those of the New Deal 
when it penetrates private industry, to 
engage in the production and sale of 
electricity, in housing, in agriculture, 
in manufacturing and banking.” 


Mr. Mote tells the truth when he says 
that indifference on the part of the 
American people is the root cause for 
much of the chaos. Vast numbers have 
become stupefied and spellbound by 
alien propaganda accompanying New 
Deal innovations. Many have come to 
believe that wrong is right. Political 
decay results from lack of public know- 
ledge of, and interest in, the affairs of 
government. “Ours is not a Democracy 
when the system of government under 
which we live is such that the first im- 
pulse of the able, the competent and 
the honest, is to avoid political offices 
as they would a contagious disease.” 

It is clearly evident that the Author 
is informed on the subtlety and decep- 
tion of red tactics. One paragraph 
says, “There is a sustained effort in the 
American Left Wing which seems to be 
part and parcel of universal strategy, 
to establish as an important fact the 
hollow pretense that it is necessary to 
favor Fascism, in order to condemn 
Communism. Any one who points out 
the imbecilities of Communists and 
Communism or who even seeks to label 
these self-styled patriots of the Left 
Wing, these self-appointed successors to 
Washington and Lincoln, is promptly 
called a ‘red baiter’ and Fascist.” 


Carl Mote is aware that instructions 
were sent out from Moscow a few years 
ago, that opponents of Communism 
were to be smeared with the dirty stick 
of Fascism and Nazism. In no uncer- 


His argument is in keeping with 
General George Van Horn Moseley, who 
says: “A patriotic American can dis- 
cuss and dissect the Germans, the Ital- 
ians, the Spanish or the Irish with the 
fullest freedom. But, let him call any 
attention to the activities of the Jews, 
and immediately he is the target for 
attack.” 


Chapter eight of the “New Deal Goose 
Step” bears this imposing title, “The 
Jew and the New Deal.” Top-ranking 
Jews identified with the present Admin- 
istration are listed, together with their 
radical records. We read: 


“Instinctively, the Jews are very 
much at home in the New Deal and fit 
snugly into its pattern, for the simple 
reason that the warp and woof of the 
pattern are change, confusion, dis- 
turbance, even revolution, to which 
the Jew is accustomed.” 


Concerning Felix Frankfurter, whom 
Hugh Johnson described as the “most 
influential single individual in the 
United States,” Mr. Mote says: “If one

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adds to Nietzsche’s observations and the 
Marxian influence on American politics, 
the ‘liberal’ contribution to contempo- 
rary political and economic thought of 
still another Jew, appointed by Mr. 
Roosevelt to the United States Supreme 
Court, Prof. Felix Frankfurter, of 
Harvard, the origin of many of our 
political ills loses some of its mystery. 
. . . The voluntary contributions of 
Frankfurter and those he has directly 
influenced, Jews and non-Jews, to the 
New Deal of Franklin Delano ‘Roosevelt, 
plus new opportunities on the Supreme 
Court bench to confuse the natives, may 
warrant the suspicion that the New 
Deal is ordained to end in a Raw Deal 
for those persons whose feet are firm- 
ly planted in American soil.” 


Jews have provided the New Deal 
with a maximum of leadership and a 
minimum of votes, with the exception 
of New York City where the Jewish 
vote is important. “The support given 
to New Deal candidates by Jews of 
great wealth as late as 1938 cannot be 
explained as an accidental difference 
in political thinking, since the issues 
were so extraordinary that all other 
intelligent persons who owned an 
property were hostile to the point o 
potential hysteria.” 


At the beginning of the chapter, the 
history of the revolutionary inclination 
of the Jewish people is discussed. In 


a comprehensive manner, the Hoosier 


Author expands this thought. 


“Since the protest of the Jews to 
Pontius Pilate ‘Jewish character has-not 
changed,’ asserts Rabbi Louis I. New- 
man. ‘Toward those of their own 
faith,’ said Tacitus, our authority for 
the history of the first century A. D., 
‘they are loyal, and prompt in charity, 
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but against all others they feel hatred 
as toward an enemy.’ 

“No one should expect from an Amer- 
ican Jew the same devotion to Ameri- 
can traditions, or to the stability of 
American society or even to the perpe- 
tuity of our constitutional government, 
as from other racial and national ele- 
ments of the population. Joseph Ka- 
stein, in discussing the Jew as an alien, 
himself observes that ‘the Jews could 
not possibly become entirely assimilated 
with the people about them or identify 
themselves wholly with the country of 
their adoption.’ ” 


Mr. Mote believes that Charles E. 
Coughlin and others are correct when 
they describe the Bolshevik upheaval of 
1917-18 as a “Jewish revolution” rather 
than a “Russian revolution.” 


On page 103 appears the following 
statement: “While it is unlikely that the 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin deliberately 
baited those Jews, who hold that wis- 
dom and deception are synonymous, and 


the hostile press in his two radio ad- 


dresses, November 20 and November 27, 
1938, in which he assailed Jewish co- 
operation in the Bolshevik revolution of 
1917-18, still his three addresses ending 
with his radio address of December 4, 
1938, were worthy of having been 
planned carefully in advance, so com- 
pletely did he annihilate his critics in 
the last address. His documentary 
proof of previous charges was dev- 
astating. The British White Paper, 
the Sisson documents and the files of 
the American State Department, from 
which he quoted, show beyond doubt 
the active participation by Jewish 
world bankers, including American Jew- 
a bankers, in the Bolshevik revolu- 
ion. 


“Kerensky, Trotsky, several jewish 
rabbis, a sizeable section of the Ameri- 
can press and the double dealing of the 
American State Department were — 
ped of their deception and falseh : 
On one occasion, as he showed, the com- 
munication facilities of our own ‘State 
Department were loaned to the Jews to 
transmit a message to Jewish bankers 
in Petrograd.” 


(Since there would have been no 
Fascism or Nazism had it not been for 
the Communistic program of interna- 
tional Jewry, the world is indebted to 
the Jews for Hitler, Mussolini, Franco 
and the present unsettled condition in 
Europe.)

principle of human conduct inherent in 
a gentleman.” 


This brilliant, analytical chapter is 
concluded with the following words of 
conviction: “Pray God, that America 
shall remain American; that the Tro- 
jan horse of Communism, conceived by 
Karl Marx and his successors and al- 
ready half-through our gates, shall not 
be allowed further entry; that we may 
return forthwith to the service of our 
own people and escape the servitude so 
well planned for us by alien factors, 
the Jew and the New Deal.”

side of the Allies, became so great, that 
Bryan permitted himself to be driven 
to the place of fraternizing with Count 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador 
— and this blunder proved to be his 
final undoing. He was unjustly accused 
of being pro-German because of his de- 
termined effort to keep us out of the 
war. 


The Lusitania, a British vessel, went 
down May 7, 1915, the victim of a Ger- 
man submarine attack, taking with it 
more than one thousand lives, includ- 
ing approximately one hundred Ameri- 
can citizens. This tragedy sent a chill 
over the people of the United States. 
Sentiment changed-in a matter of a 
few hours. Sir Gilbert Parker, head of 
the English department of propaganda 
in America, had the stage set for such 
an event and the passions of our people 
were quickly fanned into a white heat. 


On May 11, 1915, Wilson called a 
special meeting of his Cabinet. He 
read to them the text of a note which 
he proposed to forward to the German 
Government. Concerning this meeting, 
Mr. Wise says: “Several members of 
the Cabinet deemed this insufficient. 
Bryan showed much heat, and declared 
some 12embers of the Cabinet not neu- 
tral! Thereupon Wilson turned to him 
with a ‘steel glitter’ in his eyes, and 
said: ‘My Bryan, you are not warrant- 
ed in making such an assertion. We 
all doubtless have our opinions in this 
matter, but there are none of us who 
can justly be accused of the unfair.’ 
Bryan then apologized, and the inci- 
dent passed.” 


Finally, a note that threatened to 
carry the Country to the vortex of war 
was drafted and sent to Germany. Mr. 
Gerard was the American Ambassador 
at Berlin. Still acting in what he con- 
ceived to be the interests of peace, Bry- 
an gained consent of Wilson to cushion 
the blow by sending a supplementary 
note to Gerard, suggesting to German 
officials that the grievance be submitted 
to a committee of arbitration. Other 
leaders near Wilson, bent, seemingly 
upon war, learned of the order and had 
it rescinded, Bryan apparently thought 
it had been sent. 


At this point, the Commoner made 
the great diplomatic blunder of his 
career. According to the evidence he 
talked out of turn with the German 
and Austrian Ambassadors in Wash- 
ington. He is said to have given them 
assurances that while the note was 
couched in strong language, it “meant 
no harm but had to be written in or- 
der to pacify excited public opinion of 

erica . . . the Berlin Government 
therefore need not feel itself injured.” 





This apparent breach on Bryan’s 
part put a club in the hands of the 
Colonel House group and they were 
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quick to use it. Wilson was crowded 
to the wall, Bryan was forced out of 
the Cabinet, restraint against our in- 
volvement in Europe’s war was gone 
— and it was only a question of time 
until the sons of American mothers 
should be on the way “across the pond.” 
Bryan had been dissatisfied with the 
way things had gone since House put 
the Federal Reserve Act through and 
now, in resigning, he made good an 
earlier threat. 
* * * 

As previously indicated, the kind of 
resistance which Bryan offered against 
American participation in Europe’s 
war, is wholly lacking today in the 
Executive department of the Govern- 
ment. Therefore, our hope of remain- 
ing aloof to the present conflict, is to 
keep Congress in session indefinitely, 
at the same time depending upon Sen- 
ators and Representatives to do their 
patriotic duty. No More American blood 
should flow in Europe. 

The pressure of international Jew- 
ry through propaganda, finance and 
the control of news-gathering agencies 
was a factor in the last war... but 
because of the attitude of the German 
Government toward this racial group, 
the matter has become of far greater 
importance in the present struggle.

The choice rests with the American 


people. The burden falls upon our dul 
elected representatives at the Capital. 
Every citizen has a right to know the 
facts before reaching a decision, but 
considering the system of control which 
the “invisible empire” wields over press * 
and radio today, it will be a miracle if 
the truth ever gets through to the entire 
public. 


British officials are not unmindful of 
the tremendous advantage which they 
enjoy, by having the support of world 
Jewry, especially as it relates to in- 
fluencing the United States to enter the 
war on their side. 


The Congressional Record for April 
25, 1939, contains a comprehensive 
statement regarding the methods be- 
ing used by England, to bolster their 
position within our borders.

to implement our undertaking have 
landed us in difficulties with the 
indigenous Arabs, agitated by Italian 
propaganda, without satisfying the 
Jews. We have not satisfied the edu- 
cated British Jews. How much less have 
we satisfied the more remote Jew com- 
munity on the other side of the At- 
lantic? 


“In addition, the recent realist policy 
of the British Government has been 
worked up into a propaganda... This 
is being developed by the intense Jewish 
hatred of Germany... At the mo- 
ment, we have a strong section of 
American opinion against us, but if war 
were to break out tomorrow between 
England and Germany this mass of 
opinion would have to come down on 
one side or the other, and it will be

eirs. 


“In general, the situation in the 
United States is more favorable to 
Great Britain than in 1914, in that the 
obvious centers of infection have been 
removed, but less favorable in that we 
have temporarily at any rate lost caste 
as a ‘democratic’ state because of the 
propaganda which represents us as 
truckling to, or at least having truck 
with ‘dictators.’ Though we are not 
unfavorably placed, we shall require to 
do much propaganda to keep the Unit- 
ed States benevolently neutral. To per- 
suade her to take our part will be much 
more difficult, so difficult as to be un- 
likely to succeed. It will need a def- 
inite threat to America, a threat, more- 
over, which will have to be brought 
home by propaganda to every citizen, 
before the Republic will again take arms 
in an external quarrel.” 


And so, we discover that every con- 
ceivable trick is being, and will be used, 
to misinform and _ inflame - public 
opinion in the United States ... thus 
paving the way for participation in a 
war that does not basically concern us. 


If the embargo is lifted,. by the pres- 
ent session of Congress, we will have 
taken the first step, so much desired by 
the Internationalists.

Voters should be firm in their letters,

The “noisy drunk” has come into dis- 
repute, and the collegians are increas- 
ingly conforming to the ideal of “drink- 
ing like gentlemen.” 


A shift in moral standards, has made 
drinking respectable providing it does 
not issue in disorder or public dis- 
turbance demanding action by the uni- 
versity authorities. 


“At Harvard a state license permits 
the sale of beer in the lounge of a stu- 
dent house named for a former presi- 
dent who led in local efforts to keep 
saloons out of Cambridge; Columbia 
serves beer in the university lounge; 
Yale has dropped a restriction against 
keeping alcoholic drinks in student’s 
rooms. ... Princeton proctors assigned 
to enforce a regulation against use and 
possession of liquor on the campus are 
said to wink at infractions except when 
noisy disturbances result; at California 
beer only is allowed within a mile off 
the campus, but fraternity houses off 
the campus do thriving trade unimped- 


ed; Northwestern is reported to have 


relaxed its customary regulations to 
please alumni on homecoming day.” 
So reports Harry S. Warner, general 
secretary of the Intercollegiate Associa- 
= for the Study of the Alcohol Prob- 
em. 


The boasted freedom of collegians is 
enslaving them to personal and social 
vices. Restraint is being thrown aside, 
and the lure of the forbidden has taken 
such a toll that liquor flows freely in 
campus recreational activities. Drink- 
ing is being regarded more and more 
as a respectable pastime, 


This failure on the part of educators 
is a civic failure as well, for campus 
alcoholic customs and consequences are 
not at variance from those in society. 
In places where good spirit between 
community and campus is desired, the 
darker spots in town are often left un- 
molested by school authorities to carry 
on their lucrative business in order 
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that dissension, and with it the possi- 
bility of losing a school position, may 
not result. 


That student who has made his debut 
as a drunken exhibitionist, having 
broken faith with self and others, turns 
to repeated indulgence as the usual 
course. Together with drink go other 


.evils which undermine and pervert a 


fine sense of values, social, intellectual 
and moral, 


In this tragic setting of revelry, 
there is the need of a power which will 
enable collegiate youth to break the 
shackles of temptation and submission, 
and to stand in liberty rather than 
slavery. This empowering has come to 
those who have been led to the redem- 
ing Christ. Newness of life has come 
to collegiate victims of alcohol slavery, 
as well as to other men. 


Crumbling American society may 
well expect future leadership from col- 
lege students; communities may look 
to college educators for higher stand- 
ards; perplexed alumni may demand 
that their alma mater get back to the 
ideals of a generation ago; education- 
al programs may hope to demonstrate 
the evil of liquor to student, instructor 
and citizen alike. But none of these 
completely meets the need. There is 
room for a greater Christian ministry 
on the campus, a ministry which calls 
defeated students from all sin to an 
all-sufficient Saviour. 


When the principles of Christ are 
worked out by men and women conse- 
crated to then school and staff 
will be forced to set and maintain 
definite standards; then there will be 
no fear of local liquor interests, then 
there will be a renewed recognition of 
an individual’s worth, born of a sincere 
passion for the saving of men’s souls.

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Somebody Cures

(HE most important part of the 

work of the Song Leader is 
not the singing or the directing 
of the songs. The most important 
part is the selection of the right 
numbers. 


Almost any kind of an atmosphere 
can be created for any type of a mes- 
sage from the speaker, if the Leader 
has the judgment to choose the proper 
songs. 

Suppose it is to be a patriotic service. 
You can prepare the people’s minds and 
lead them up to the message, until they 
are almost ready to rise, shoulder arms 
and start into battle. On the other hand, 
if it is to be a quiet, devotional service 
in your mid-week prayer meeting or 
another place of that kind, you can 
create a restful atmosphere and prepare 
those present for that period of wor- 
ship. 

Not many of us ever use Christmas 
songs except at the Christmas period. 
I believe we could scatter the Christ- 
mas spirit through the year, by oc- 
casionally singing some of these lovely 
Christmas carols, in connection with 
our regular services. 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan once told 
me that one of the greatest songs he 
ever heard me sing, was a simple little 
song written by Charles H. Gabriel 
about “The Babe In The Manger.” The 
title of it is “Dear Little Stranger.” 
I happened to sing it at the close of one 
of Dr. Morgan’s sermons where it fitted 
particularly his message of that day. 
He might not have liked the song so 
well at any other time or place; but, 
because of its peculiar appropriateness, 
it made an impression even on the mind 
of the speaker. 


If the singer does not know in ad- 
vance, the character of the sermon, 
then he should follow the line’ of 
thought very carefully, selecting in his 
mind an appropriate song, so in case 
he is called upon for a solo at the 
close, he will not have to waste time 
in choosing a number, and risk using 
one that does not perfectly fit the mes- 
sage. If his song is foreign to the ser- 
mon, it might be better not to sing at 
all, because it would divide the minds 
of the audience; but, if you can select 
one in keeping with the discussion, it 
will help to impress the message upon 
the minds of the people and cause them 
to remember. 


Especially important is the choice of 
the songs for the invitation in evangel- 
istic meetings. If the evangelist makes 

appeal as a challenge, daring men 
to have the courage to come and take 
their stand for Christ, then the song 
leader must not select “Just As I Am” 
or “Softly and Tenderly Jesus Is Cal- 
ling,” but rather “I am Resolved No 
Longer To Linger” or “Stand up For 
Jesus” or “I’ll Go Where You Want 





Me To Go.” If the preacher makes a 
tender, quiet appeal for people to come 
and accept Christ because of His love, 
that is the time for the lovely, quiet, 
tender “Softly and Tenderly Jesus Is 
Calling” or “Just As I Am Without 
One Plea.” 


The Wesleys wrote many songs 
which we of this generation have never 
heard, but some of them have lived on, 
and will continue to do so. Many songs 


are being written today that the next 
generation will never hear, but some 
will live on. The test of these songs 
is their helpfulness. 


If there is something about their 
melody or message which makes people 
want to be better, they will endure. Or 
possibly it will be because there is 
something in them that emphasizes an 
important fundamental doctrine of our 
Christian religion like “The Old Rug- 
ged Cross,” for instance. That song 
will survive! ‘i 

One of my best songs was among 
the very first ones I ever tried to write. 
The words, by Fannie Edna Stafford, 
had been sent to me on a postal card. 
I did not know the author of the poem, 
until several years after I had written

it. Then the lady came to speak to me 
one time. I found she had been a semi- 
invalid. She had become discouraged 
and was almost ready to give up the 
struggle when God gave to her the 
thought of the poem: 


Somebody knows when your heart aches 
and everything seems to go wrong, 
Somebody knows when the shadows 
need chasing away with a song; 
Somebody knows when you're lonely,

Miss Nellie Beatrice Huger, who is 
a choir director, and has been associat- 
ed with us in our music Conference at 
Winona Lake, sang this song one time 
for the prisoners in a jail. Before sing- 
ing, she went around and spoke to the 
women in the various cells. One of 
them was very hard and bitter. She 
cursed Miss Huger and told her she 
didn’t want to talk with her. Then 
she went down to the end of the cor- 
ridor and sang this song. When she 
returned to the jail the next week the 
matron said: 


“Please go down and speak to Molly, 
the girl who was so mean and insult- 
ing to you last week. A great change 
has come over her and she wants to 
talk with you.” 


Miss Huger went to.the cell. The girl 
came to the bars and said: “Oh, Miss, 
I hope you will please excuse me for 
the way I talked to you the other day. 
I had been so sick and so discouraged, 
so helpless, and life seemed so hopeless. 
I thought no one in all the world could 
ever care for me any more. Then when 
you sang the song so sweetly about 
Somebody Who does care, it started 
me wondering if He could really care 
for one like me.

Communism is the avowed enemy of 
Christianity. In fact, many of the 
thoughtful writers of the day believe 
that while Christianity won in its “con- 
flict with heathenism” and was vic- 
torious, in its “conflict with anti-Chris- 
tianity,” it has its strongest antagonist 
to face in Communism which came to 
place and power in Russia two decades 
ago.

But, grievous as this action has seem- 
ed, it pales to insignificance by com- 
parisor with the ruthless conduct of 
Communist rulers. The loss of property 
is a grief to those who have spent a 
lifetime in its acquisition. The loss of 
free speech is even more regrettable! 
And the loss of the right to live in 
— homeland is as pitiful as deplor- 
able 


But the Scriptures still stand fast: 
“All that a man hath will he give for 
his life’ (Job 2:4). And this most 
precious possession, Fascism has seldom 
sacrificed. 


Communism, on the other hand, has 
stripped 130,000,000 people of all their 
personal possessions; abolished the 
right of free speech — yea even of free 
thinking; persecuted a native majority, 
enslaved, insulted and starved a whole 
nation — the largest nation in the 
world. 


It has also taken the life of every 
proved and even suspected opponent, 
and its slaughter has flung into the 
shadows the tyranny of all ages and all 
centuries, having killed in cold blood 
somewhere between twenty and thirty 
millions of native citizens whose only 
offense was a desire to live a free life, 
exercise the functions of their own 
brains, and worship God according to 
the dictates of their consciences. 


That is the vile serpent that has slim- 
ed America with its spawn, 50,000 
agents, protagonists of rapine, plunder, 
revolution, murder! Yes, Communism 
is America’s greatest peril! 


Is the Jew Commonly Communist? 


In a syndicated article, “The Ameri- 
can Hebrew and Jewish Tribune” posi- 
tively affirms that such is not the case, 
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and produces figures to prove that prop- 
osition. But, of course, it must be re- 
membered that the Jew is now on the 
defensive the world around, and his 
unpopularity, in practically every nation 
of the earth, exists because of the wide- 
spread conviction that Communism is 
not only his political faith, but fast be- 
coming his religious hope as well. 


Father Coughlin, in his recent broad- 
casts, properly exempted from guilt 
thousands of Jews who are innocent of 
any Communistic complicity, and whose 
loyalty to the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States could not be called into ques- 
tion. Such a distinction between the 
guilty and the innocent is just and 
right. 


No careful and unprejudiced student 
of Father Coughlin’s radio deliverances 
has any question whatever that the 
International Jewish bankers financed 
the second and third — the successful 
Russian revolutions. His documentary 
proof of that indictment is enough to 
convince any open mind. 


One of the leading Jews of the world, 
sometime since, asserted that every 
Jew on earth ought to be lined up and 
ready to give an account of himself. 
That such is largely the case seems 
likely, when one investigates the num- 
ber of secret Jewish societies, 


Recently in Minneapolis, a distin- 
guished rabbi of Missouri was a guest 
speaker at the annual conference of 
Jewish Women’s Organizations at the 
Nicollet Hotel. The group consisted of 
more than 500, and 13 Jewish Women’s 
organizations of the city comprised it, 
banded together “to promote community 
spirit” so they said, 


At a dinner served one of these so- 
cieties in a leading hotel, a student 
waiter found, under a napkin, the pro- 
gram and organization of that particu- 
lar branch and sent the same to me. 
The secret society declared itself as 
the friends of the “Labor Unions,” ex- 
pressed its purpose to back their strikes 
and stated frankly that it was a member 
of “the Second Internationale.” 


In the same city of Minneapolis, 
another Jewish Convention passed a 
resolution advising Jewish students in 
American universities, to be less vocal 
in their advocacy of Communism. 


When, sometime ago, a Jewish Con- 
vention was being held in St. Louis, 
0. and a Jewish leader presented a 
resolution denouncing the communistic 


theory, it is said to have thrown tle 
meeting info instant uproar, and that 
he was practically shouted down, and 
bit later led to withdraw his demand. 


Personally I have made it my busi- 
ness to study the faces at Communist 
meetings in halls and in the open air, 
and I declare it my unprejudiced judg- 
ment that, while the Jew in America 
is supposed to be about one in thirty 
of the population, at Communistic as- 
semblies he is seldom short of 50 per 
cent and often above it! 


The thing that has amazed me most 
in my investigation of this subject is 
the strange conduct of the professed 
Christian Jew. When pressed upon the 
subject, he will tell you that he is not 
a Communist, but in the same breath 
he will defend-the Jew who is, and will 
absolutely and flatly deny the facts 
of Russian Jewish rule, insisting that 
the 56 out of 59 Bolshevik rulers — who 
are known absolutely to be Jews — are 
not at all such, and will attempt to 
prove his position by calling attention 
to their changed and Russianized 
names, 


‘Recently, I invited a professed Chris- 
tian Jew, who had been in prison in 
Russia for his Christian faith, and 
whose daughter had been killed by the 
Bolshevik rulers, to occupy my pulpit. 
He did so and spoke for over an hour. 
It was a fine plea for oppressed Jews 
but not one criticism of the horrible 
conduct of Russian rulers, nor the re- 
motest intimation that they were of 
Jewish ‘blood. When he asked for the 
privilege of a return engagement I de- 
clined it, and frankly told him why. 
In his letter of defense he said: “I 
cannot say that I am an enemy of Com- 
munism.” 


That, at least, was an honest state- 
ment. As far as my knowledge of Amer- 
ican Christian Jews goes, I have sel- 
dom heard one of them who has open- 
ly, vigorously and conscientiously at- 
tacked this national murderer — this 
world menace! 


If the Jews of America are not Com- 
munists, it would be a comparatively 
easy procedure for them to call a series 
of conventions in the leading cities of 
the Country, and pass strong resolu- 
tions against this disturber of world 
peace, this mangler of nations, this 
murderer of millions. 


This leads us to the consideration of, 
and provides even the answer to, a third 
question: 
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Why Is He Unwelcome In All Countries? 


What is happening in Palestine? 
What has happened in Italy, Germany, 
Austria, England, France, the United 
States and South American Republics, 
to render the Jew non persona grata? 


Why is Russia, the only Country on 
earth, where to speak a word against 
a Jew is a capital offense? The very 
putting of these questions produces a 
suggestive train of thought. 


I had in my church, sometime ago, 
a member who found, as she conceived 
it, a condition in which all the other 
members were against her, and she 
thought it was their fault. Do you think 
so? 


Again, since Russia is the Jews’ 
friend, and since her Jewish rulers have 
put to death not less than 20,400,000 
natives in twenty years, and since her 
territory is one-sixth of the space of 
the earth, and since her program de- 
mands laborers out of number, why 
would it not be the right and proper 
thing for that land to be opened to 
the Jewish refugees? They claim to 
number less than sixteen millions in 
all the world and would it not suffice, 
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therefore, to re-populate the sections 
desolated by decapitation, machine 
guns, Siberian camps and starvation!.. 


Is it conceivable that men would be 
the proponents of a philosophy for the 
Country of others, and, at the same 
time, be unwilling to place themselves 
under its regime? If so, what further 
need have we of argument. But I come 
now to The Jew and our Country. 


Has He Had A Cordial Welcome 
In America? 


Undoubtedly the answer is “yes!” 
Our laws of immigration have never 
distinguished against him at any point, 
and under present manipulation they 
are being made to favor him against 
all others who would feign flock to our 
shores. 


Two years ago, in returning from a 
trip to the Old World, I found our ship 
laden with Jews bound for America; 
and in talking with stewards as to how 
they could come in such numbers, under 
our immigration laws, we were told: 
“That’s easy. Their friends in America 
present to, the government a petition 
promising them instant employment 
upon their arrival, and the consequence 
is — their multitude.” 


Still further: Has America denied 
them places of privilege and power? 
On the contrary, one reason for their 
growing unpopularity in this Country 
is in the circumstance that such places 
have been accorded out of all propor- 
tion, to their percentage and popula- 
tion. 


Many people have seen the Wheel — 
“Roosevelt Personal Government,” the 
hub; ‘“Jewish-Radical Minority Influ- 
ence” the band about it, with spokes 
running out from that center too num- 
erous to mention. But we refer to a 
few of them by name, and leave the 
rest, too many for the limitations of a 
discourse, to the discovery of the in- 
terested. When this Wheel was made 
just a few years ago they occupied the 
following positions:

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That which is true at Washington, 
is true of any of our State governments. 
We compliment the Jew upon his in- 
tellectual attainments. We have no 
right to criticize his political ambitions, 
but we have a perfect right to call at- 
tention to America’s kindly treatment. 
This, then, produces another question: 


Has He Accommodated Himself To 
Our Ideals? 


We wish we could answer this in the 
affirmative. We confidently believe 
that if that were possible, there would 
not be the least prejudice in all Ameri- 
ca against this nation, but candor com- 
pels the truth in this matter. 


No less an authority than Horace 
Greeley once declared that the two pil- 
lars upon which our government rested, 
as upon no other, was an open Bible and 
a free public school. What has been the 
attitude of the Jew toward these in- 
stitutions? 


For one hundred years and more, yea 
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for about a hundred and twenty-five 
years, after America was founded and 
became a world power of increasing 
proportions, the open Bible adorned the 
teacher’s desk of practically every pub- 
lic school on the Continent. Prayer in 
the name of Christ, its central Figure, 
characterized the schools’ opening hour, 
daily. The result was a society saturat- 
ed with Christian ideals—putting Chris- 
tian principles into daily practice. 


It appears, therefore, that these two 
pillars of our constitutional government 
were so related, one to the other, that 
they formed a veritable foundation for 
the State itself, 


But suddenly America, waking out 
of a nap, finds these pillars perfectly 
separated again and the strength sap- 
ped from each of them; and while we 
look, what is our amazement to see — 
society crumbling, crime increasing, 
and penitentiaries enlarging! Naturally 
the thoughtful man will ask “What has 
happened to bring about a condition in 
which the average age of the expert 
criminal, is reduced in a little more 
a a quarter of a century from 46 to 


A man who did not ask that question 
would be well nigh non compos mentis; 
and a society that did not concern it- 
self with that question would be set 
for dissolution! 


Now who has been a leader in this 
matter of forcing the Bible from the 


public schools, and who has been an. 


advocate of the Nietzchian, Freudian, 
Marxian doctrines that have come into 
the educational program, to curse it 
and cause it to become little better than 
a promoter of crime, a poisoner of so- 
cial fountains, a destroyer of success- 
ful states — if not of the entire nation 
itself? Who? Echo answers: “Who?” 
But that echo is eloquent. 


Who is opposing Christmas and Eas- 
ter célebrations—the two festivals so 
fundamental to the Christian Faith? 
Yes, there are some Gentiles who have 
made their contribution to these ends. 
In fact, among them may be found 
Gentile Ministers — but they are not 
Ministers of Christ’s Gospel; they are 
Ministers of “another gospel” — Mod- 
ernism. They are the men who feast 
with rabbis; who talk eloquently of a 
universal religion, but who have reject- 
ed the Christ and denied the Blood with 
which souls were bought, and turned 
traitors to Church and State.... 


Whether he desires it or not, the 
Jew, innocent and guilty alike, has to 
become the Barabbas again whose jus- 
tification compels the crucifixion of 
Christ! And the result is, that scarce a 
voice in all the world has been lifted 
without being shortly silenced or com- 
pelled to change its tune! 


When I saw an inconspicuous editor 
of a little prophetic paper, on the Pa- 
cific Coast, come out in the early thir- 
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ties with a statement as to the number 
of millionnaires in America who were 
Jews, declare them _ proportionately 
three times as great as were Gentile 
millionnaires, and further affirm that 
they had large control over the world’s 
finances, and refer deftly to a plan 
to be accomplished “through reigns of 
terror,” calling attention to the fact 
that “whoever was the author of that 
plan it was being put into operation” 
— suddenly turn around, apologize for 


- his once honest statements and become 


a propagandist for the very people he 
condemned, I wondered what happened 
to the resolution he had published in 
1982? He’said at that time: “We do not 
know what may happen to us, but we 
are determined to enlighten as many 
of God’s servants as we can, whatever 
may be the consequences.” 


I was mildly surprised, and disap- 
pointed when, as a co-laborer, I saw 
a physician turned preacher, campaign 
my State on this same subject, laying 
his charges of Communism at the feet 
of those he felt were guilty, but when 
he returned within a year to cover the 
same ground, retract all he had said — 
I was still more amazed! 


But even these things, amazing as 
they were, fade into insignificance be- 
fore what is now being brought to 
light, namely, that the mighty English 
Government was compelled, by this 
same influence, to suppress important 
portions of its political papers, actuated 
in that inexplicable procedure by finan- 
cial influence, if not national fear! 


But to conclude: The Jew and Chris- 
tianity. 


A man who elects to live in a country, 
making that land and nation his home, 
should at least be favorable to its finer 
and most commendable characteristics. 
That being so, the Jew in America 
should appreciate the virtues of Chris- 
tianity, treat with respect the fellow- 
ship of Christians, and refrain, at least, 
from bitter opposition to Christ. We 
say, 


He Should Appreciate The Virtues Of 
Christianity. 


Sometime ago, Dr. Charles F. McCoy 
was driving from Albany to New York. 
Along the road he picked up a hitch- 
hiker. He proved to be a Jew who was 
just completing a trip of two years 
around the world. 


His journey had been motivated by 
e gathering of material for a forth- 
coming book entitled “A Jewish Vaga- 
bond Sees the World.” Learning that 
had visited certain Catholic and 
Protestant Missions, Dr. McCoy asked 
him: “What do you think of these 
Christian Missions?” He answered un- 





hesitatingly: “I went with a decided 
aversion to them, but I confess I have 
been converted. They are doing a lot 
of good.” 


“What missions impressed you 
most?” Again he answered: “The 
Presbyterian and Baptist.” “What sta- 
tions in particular?” Once more he re- 
plied: “The Telugu missions; the mis- 
sions among the Karens and the Ka- 
chins.” 


“May I ask why you now favor 
them?” His immediate reply was: 
“Because, sir, they are producing bet- 
ter men and better women.” 


If Christianity has that power (and 
its every advocate claims such for it) 
then the man who opposes it proves 
his unfitness for citizenship to that 
extent. God knows we need in America 
“better men and better women.” 


Again, the man who elects to live 
in America should be able to fellowship 
Christians, 


Someone says: “Surely at this point 
the Jewish rabbis are changing. Where- 
as their manners and customs have al- 
ways kept them socially apart from 
Gentiles, recently they have feasted 
with Catholic and Protestant Ministers, 
and, on invitation, occupied their pul- 
pits; and, in some cases, even invited 
these representatives of the Christian 
Faith to return the visit and preach to 
the synagogue congregation.” 


That sounds well, but a little investi- 
gation reveals its duplicity. What 
Ministers have they fraternized with 
to this extent? Ministers who wear the 
name of “Christian” we grant you, but 
who have denied the Deity of Christ, 
disputed the Authority of His Word, 
trampled the doctrine of Atonement 
under indignant feet, and otherwise 
mangled the Christian profession. 


Why should not the people, Moder- 
nists and Jews, who deny the Deity of 
Christ be fellows and friends? When 
Christ was on earth His presence pro- 
duced strange bed-fellows. The Phari- 
sees and Sadducees were natural ene- 
mies, but they united against Him. The 
Jews and the Gentiles had no dealings 
one with another, but when it came to 
the crucifixion they participated to- 
gether. 


When we speak of Christians we mean 
those who see in Christ God’s 
Son, man’s Saviour; who accept the shed 
Blood as the Atonement for their sins, 
and who receive the Bible as the basis 
of all belief and practice; and who, 
therefore, are true followers of Christ. 


Whether he told me the truth or not 
I do not know, but a young Jew, com- 
ing to me in the Church of the Open 
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Door of Los Angeles, California, at the 
close of a sermon in which I said some 
things akin to those contained in this 
article, remarked: 


“Sir, you hardly know what we have 
to suffer who have turned from Juda- 
ism to Christ. When I made my pro- 
fession, a coffin was brought into my 
home and a burial service was perform- 
ed, and I am dead to the family to 
which, by blood, I belong.” 


To become what he ought to be, to 
this nation, the Jew should soften in his 
attitude to Christ Himself... . 


The Lord God long since said: “There- 
fore I will judge you, O house of Is- 
rael, every. one according to his ways.” 


My appeal to the present Israel is 
exactly that which I make to my own 
flesh and blood — the Gentiles: “Re- 
pent, and turn yourselves from all your 
transgressions; so iniquity shall not be 
your ruin.” “For I have no pleasure in 
the death of him that dieth, saith the 
Lord God: wherefore turn yourselves, 
and live ye.” 


At Pentecost, Peter, himself a con- 
verted Jew, put into his sermon the 
most serious indictment against his 
own people that has ever found place 
in human speech. “Now when _ they 
heard this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and to the 
rest of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do? Then Peter said un- 
to them, Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
the promise is unto you, and to your 
children.” 


That day, and out of that company, 
there came the Church of God, an in- 
stitution which has, for twenty centur- 
ies, given to the world its noblest think- 
ing and its highest living. God is no 
respecter of persons; Christ died for 
Jew and Gentile alike. In His death 
the middle wall of partition was meant 
to be obliterated, and in His Church 
the two peoples become one. 


Only this week I have received “From 
Communism to Christ” by Morris Gor- 
din, another Jew, who held high posi- 
tion among the autocrats of Russia, 
being the Press Commissar of the Com- 
munist Internationale, but a man in 
whose breast there beats humane senti- 
ments, and whose soul sickened from 
what he saw and heard from the butch- 
ers of the Bolshevik reign. From this 
mental and spiritual revolt he sought 
some better way, and found it in 


Christ — “To experience” as he puts 
it, “a total change” and to find for all 
his problems a solution in love Divine!

d leern book is canonical Scripture of 
the New Testament, with Con- 


cordance. The editor uses the Author- 
ized Version, interweaving the four Gos- 


‘pels into one continuous, harmonious 


story, with the Acts, Revelation and 
Epistles rearranged; gems from the 
Proverbs are also included. 


The volume is not a translation but 
an interpolated transcription of the 
New Testament, free from _ ancient 
language locks. Words now ‘devoid of 
meaning, such as “wist” and “wot,” 
and phrases difficult to understand, 
have been made clear and meaning- 
ful. By rearranging the four Gospels 
into a running story, this book becomes 
a narrative which makes it unlike any- 
thing else ever published. 


Many useful innovations appear in 
these pages. For instance “Heaven,” is 
capitalized when it specifies the habi- 
tation of God in stellar space, or where 
it relates to the future reign of Christ 
on earth. The term “Jew,” has been 
deleted in the Gospel of John where 
Race was mistakenly used for Class, 
The word occurs 68 times, 30 of which 
imply mistaken use. The narrator says: 
“This ‘beloved disciple,’ once termed 
‘Son of Thunder,’ who wanted fire from 
Heaven to punish Samaritans who 
would not receive Jesus, evidently still 
burned in wrathful indignation against 
those who crucified his ae, when he 
wrote his Gospel.” 


The interwoven unification of the 
four Gospels, as presented in this book, 
is unique in New Testament literature. 
There is no record of anything similar 
since A. D. 160, when the early Chris- 
tian Tatian wrote The Diatessaron, 
which the early Church accepted, at the 
beginning of the third century, 38 
canonical Scripture. 


This treatise has been appropriately 
designated as the “Interwoven Gos- 
pels.” It contains the record of every- 
thing that our Lord said and did, dur- 
ing the time spent in the flesh. Every 
event and discourse is coordinated, but 
duplications where one of the Gospels 
overlaps with another, are omitted. 


“The Book of Life” brings together 
the fourfold (four Gospels) picture of 
Jesus the Christ, into one continuous, 
harmonious, dissolving view, from 
Gabriel’s visit to Mary, down to the 
time of the Ascension. The unique 
treatment accorded the Acts, Pauline 
Epistles and Revelation, will prove 
equally challenging to students of the 
Word.

ARNOLD’S SUNDAY SCHOOL

A FULL-ORBED presentation of the 
Sunday School lessons has been ar- 
ranged in this book, for the 52 Sab- 
baths of 1940. As in the past, Dr. Olm- 
stead will again this year, direct the 
thinking of multitudes of students of 
the Bible. 


He believes the chief aim of Sunday 
School work to be the spiritual develop- 
ment of the individual, rather than the 
mere acquiring of information. The 
Commentary contains much historical 
information but a spiritual purpose per- 
meates the whole.

Righteousness In The Kingdom 
Matt. 5317-20, 38-45; 6:1-4 





OLDEN TEXT: “Ye therefore shall 
be perfect as your heavenly Fa- 
ther is perfect.” 


Christ’s Sermon on the Mount is 
spoken of as a transition from the Old 
to the New Testament. In place of the 
Commandments, are the Beatitudes. “I 
am not come to destroy, but to fulfill.” 


In this classic message, Jesus placed 
His endorsement upon the divine au- 
thority of the Law of Moses. “For 
verily I say unto you, Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled.” 


The “jot” is the Hebrew character 
yodh, the smallest letter in the alpha- 
bet, less than one-half the size of any 
other character. The “tittle” was a 
little horn on some of the consonants, 
less than the cross on at. This punctu- 
ation mark distinguished certain He- 
brew letter&, one from another. Many 
words and letters of the written langu- 
age were very similar, and a slight 
change would often vary the shade of 
meaning. In substance, Jesus is say- 
ing that an infinitesimal portion of 
law could no more fail, than could heav- 
en and earth pass away. 


Although the Law was not repudiat- 
ed, its demands were fulfilled with His 
death upon the Cross. The believer on 
Christ is not required to observe the 
Law written on tablets of stone, but he 
obeys the law written by the Spirit on 
the tablet of the heart. 


“Love your enemies, bless them that 
curse you.” Those who hate you, curse 
you, and despitefully use you (the three 
stages of enmity — feeling, speech, 
deed), you must do good to, bless, and 
pray for! Deeds of kindness, words of 
blessing, and prayer, are to be our meek 
answers to evil. 


Matthew 5:46: We all agree with 
Francis de Sales when he says: “It is 
easy enough to love those who are 
agreeable and obliging — what fly is 
not attracted by sugar and honey? But 





to love one who is cross, tiresome, is as 
unpleasant a process as chewing pills.” 
Nevertheless this is the real touchstone 
of brotherly love. 


“For I say unto you, That except 
your righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees, ye shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” One Bible exposi- 
tor says that the Scribes and Pharisees 
not only violated the Spirit of the Law, 
but often both the Letter and the Spir- 
it. Their righteousness was external. 
If we are to become citizens of the king- 
dom of God, our righteousness must be 
a matter of the heart. 


Do not your alms before men for the 
purpose of being seen of them. The 
Greek word for “to be seen” is the one 
which gives us our word “theatre.” 
This rule tells us not to be theatrical 
in our giving, making a parade and 
spectacle of it. 


“Alms” is rendered in the revisions 
“righteousness.” It means more than 
giving money and other help to the 
poor, or to the Church. If we note that 
the word “righteousness” is used, the 
commandment runs: “Take heed that 
ye do not your righteousness before 
men to be seen of them.” “Do not 
sound a trumpet before thee.” That 
is, do not give for effect, in a boastful 
way. 
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November 12 
Putting God’s Kingdom First 
Matt. 6 :19-34 





OLDEN TEXT: “Seek ye first his 
kingdom, and his righteousness” — 
Matthew 6:88. 


It is in no sense wrong to put aside 
treasures for proper purposes and in 
the proper spirit. 1 Timothy 5:8 says: 
“But if any provide not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel.” The right pur- 
pose of the heart is corrupted when 
selfishness enters into the matter. The 
love of money is the root of all evil. 


Jesus-said earthly treasures are per- 
ishable. Moth and rust corrupt them; 
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thieves break in and steal. In this 
lesson, He had special reference to a 
future state where the Christian will 
be rewarded according to his works. 
The Apostle Paul expressed the same 
thought in the following language: 


“For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ. Now if any man build upon 
this foundation gold, silver, precious 
stone, wood, hay, stubble; every man’s 
work shall be made manifest: for the 
day shall declare it, because it shall 
be revealed by fire; and the fire shall 
try every man’s work of what sort it 
is. If.any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall receive 
a reward. If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved; ye so as by 
fire.” 

“Be not anxious for your life.” 
The Cause of our “Care:” (1) Our 
“saving” is at fault. We “lay up” 
on earth, rather than in heaven. (2) 
Our “seeing” is at fault. Our eye is 
“evil,” rather than “single.” (8) Our 
“serving” is at fault. It is Mammon, 
rather than God. 


Matthew 6:26... No bird ever tried 
to build more nests than its neighbor; 
no fox ever fretted because it had only 
one hole in which to hide; no squirrel 
ever died of anxiety, lest he should not 
lay by sufficient nuts for two winters 
instead of one, and no dog ever lost 
sleep over the fact that te did not 
have enough bones laid aside for his 
declining years. Humans may learn 
profitable lessons from the lower 
realms of nature. 


The Cure for our “Care.” (1) Re- 
spect God’s Priority. “Seek ye first,” 
etc. (2) Recognize God’s Providence. 
“Consider the fowls . . . flowers,” ete. 
(3) Rest on God’s Promise. “All these 
things shall be added.” 


There are four D’s which represent 
the insecurity of earthly things: (1) 
Decay. Costly clothing eaten by mot 
etc. (2) Depredation. Thieves 
financial pirates, tornadoes, fires 
lightning and earthquake, etc. (3) 
Disease. The body fails. (4) Death 
This finally robs us of our loved ones 
and earthly possessions. Jf our 
is set on these things, woe betide us!

Warnings And Promise 
Matthew 7:1-14

OLDEN TEXT: “As ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye also 
to them likewise” — Luke 6:31. 


God alone is the righteous judge. 
The Christian is neither called nor com- 
petent, to exercise judgment upon oth- 
ers. 





In condemning the censorious spirit, 
Jesus asks the question, Should the 
partially blind presume to be judge of 
other men’s eyes. He is saying that 
it is not only folly to cast judgment, 
but it is utterly disastrous. We “shall 
be judged” — “and with what measure 
ye mete, it shall be measured to you 
again.” There are even Fundamentalist 
leaders who may take note of these 
words. We shall be judged by God, 
by other men, and condemned by our- 
selves, 


“Ask, and it shall be given you; seek 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall 
be opened unto you” — Matthew 7:7. 
From this Scripture we learn that 
prayer involves nothing more, than to 
let God into our needs. All we have 
to do is to give Him permission to em- 
ploy His powers, in the alleviation of 
our distress. 

Thus, it may be seen, that the results 


of prayer are not dependent upon the 
power of the supplicant. His prayers 


. will not be heard because of an intense 


will, fervent emotions, or even a clear 
comprehension of what he is praying 
for. The results of prayer are not de- 
pendent upon these things! But rather 
upon the fact, as expressed, of giving 
the Holy Spirit access to our needs and 
permitting Him to exercise His own 
power in dealing with them. 


God knows the human family very 
well, He knows our weakness and lim- 
itations. He remembers that we are 
dust. In His infinite wisdom, He de- 
signed prayer so that it may be en- 
joyed by the weakest person. To pray, 
is to open the door of the heart — to 
ask. That requires no strength. It is 
only a matter of the will. The one 
great fundamental question in connec- 
tion with prayer is, will we give Jesus 
access to our needs? 


Matthew 7:18-14: “Enter ye in at 
the strait gate: for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way, that leadeth to 
destruction, and many there be which 
go in thereat: Because strait is the gate 
and narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find 
it.” Here are two gates, two pathways, 
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two destinies; also two groups of peo- 
ple, a large group and a smaller one. 
Every member of the human family 
must pass through one of the gates, 
and travel over one ofthe pathways. 
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The Works Of The Messiah 
Matthew 8:14-27 
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OLDEN TEXT: “Jesus of Naza- 
reth ... went about doing good” 
— Acts 10:38, ‘ 


“And when Jesus was come into Pe- 
ter’s house, he saw his wife’s mother 
laid, and sick of a fever” — Matthew 
8:14. We may see from this lesson, 
that it pays to invite Jesus into our 
homes. He came as a guest to Peter’s 
home, and left a blessing. 


Mark tells us that He took the wom- 
an by the hand and raised her up. “And 
he came and took her by the hand, and 
lifted her up; and immediately the 
fever left her, and she ministered unto 
them.” One expositor expresses the 
thought that it is the hand grasp of a 
strong, well hand that the sick need, 
and it is the hand grasp of a holy, 
strong hand that the sinful need. 


“The fever left her.” The healing 
was so complete that she could immedi- 
ately go about setting the meal before 
them. She began using her renewed 
strength in ministering to her Healer. 


“That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, 
Himself took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses.” Matthew points out 
that prophecy had foretold Christ 
would heal the sick, and that He Him- 
self would bear the sickness that He 
removed. Each miracle that Jesus per- 
formed meant for Him a fresh realiza- 
tion, of what bearing the sins of the 
world actually included. It cost the 
Master sométhing when He healed the 
bodies of men. The record says that 
power went out from Jesus, when the 
woman touched the hem of His gar- 
ment. This act caused Jesus to ex- 
claim, “Who touched my clothes?” 


They awoke Him with their prayers: 
“Lord, save us, we perish.” Those who 
would learn to pray must experience 
troubled seas. They must come to a 
realization of their own helplessness. 
Their petition was, “Lord, save us.” 
They believed He could save them; they 
were dependent upon His mercy. 


Christ came to this earth to save, 
but only those shall be saved that “call 
on the name of the Lord.” Their plea 
was, “We perish.” Those who come for 
salvation must acknowledge the fact 
they are lost and condemned already. 


The whole Christian system is inter- 
woven with the miraculous. To those 
who believe that Jesus Christ was what 
He claimed to be, God in the flesh, 
there is no difficulty about miracles. 
They are the natural works of a super- 
natural Lord. “Without miracles .the 


narrative of the Gospels would certain- 
ly be far easier to believe; but, do you 
not see it would not be worth believ- 
ing?” — J. Gresham ' 
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
